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OPINIONS OF THE J.A.G. OF ARMY. 


The following is a digest of some opinions of the 
Judge Advocate General of the Army for the month of 
March, 1919, together with notes on the administration 


of military justice: 
Pay and Duty Status of Soldier. 

A soldier while on indefinite furlough without pay or allow- 
ances was injured and placed in a Government hospital on 
Sept. 21, 1918. His furlough was revoked on Dec. 18, 1918. 
While on indefinite furlough the soldier was not on a pay or 
duty status, but upon revocation of such furlough he again 
comes under military control. (Ops. J.A.G, 220.451, April 26, 
1919.) 

Concurrent Membership in gy Army Enlisted Reserve and 
in O.R.C. 

An enlisted man in the Regular Army was commissioned 
second lieutenant, Quartermaster Corps, Officers’ Reserve Corps, 
and thereafter —, to the Regular Army Enlisted Re- 
serve. Memberships in these two serves are not incom- 
patible. Acceptance of the Reserve Corps commission by an 
enlisted man in the Regular Army does not in itself terminate 
such enlistment. Bul. No. 9, War Dept., 1917, p. 9. Such 
a soldier may be discharged by the cretary of War from 
the Enlisted Reserve; otherwise he is available for call to 
active duty in his capacity either as an enlisted man or as an 
officer at the election of the War Department. (Ops. J.A.G., 
826.21, April 26, 1919.) 

Lost Property of Officer. 

An officer was ordered to leave certain personal belongings 
in a billet and could not thereafter locate the same. He 
claimed reimbursement for the loss under 40 Stat. 845, 880. 
A board was appointed to inveatigate, but ruled that no reim- 
bursement should be made because no supporting witness was 
offered. Thereupon the officer produced a witness who testified 
that he saw the property, but could relate no further circum 
stances concerning the matter. The statute does not require 
that the oath of the claimant be supported by other evidence as 
to the facts of the loss; the regulations prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of War in Bul. No. 56, War Dept., 1918, simply make it 
the duty of the board to obtain the testimony of one other 
reliable person, but do not preclude the board from making & 
finding. Where such corroborative evidence cannot be ob 
tained, the proceedings of the board should explain why it is 
not available. Having done so, the board may make a finding 
and its action may be approved. (Ops. J.A.G. 332.32, April 1, 


1919. 
’ Line of Duty 


A soldier was inducted into service Oct. 4, 1918, and found 
physically disqualified and rejected on Oct. 7, 1918. He was 
taken to the hospital Oct. 8, 1918, and died of influenza on 
Oct. 13. 1918. A discharge was issued on Oct. 9, 1918, at 
which time he was not in a critical condition. Unless the 
discharge was delivered or shown to the soldier, or that he was 
otherwise officially notified thereof, it did not become effective. 
Dig. Ops. J.A.G., April, 1918, p. 12. Constructive notice of 
his discharge cannot be inferred from the notice of his re- 
jection on Oct. 7, 1918. It was not shown that this seldier 
was in “condition to protect his rights or properly care for 
any business transactions.” Dig. Ops. J.A.G., April, 1918, 
p. 12. The death should be regarded as having been contracted 
in the line of duty. (Ops. J.A.G., 220.86, April 7, 1919.) 

Retirement of Disabled Officer. 

An officer suffered an injury resulting in the partial loss 
of the use of his right arm, which injury was incurred in the 
line of duty. The condition is inoperable and will not be 
improved by treatment. Assuming that the officer held a com 
mission in the emergency force, as distinguished from the 
permanent establishment, the statutes relating to the retirement 
of officers did not apply to him. Dig. Ops. J.A.G., Oct., 1918, 
p. 259. If the injury dceurred prior to Oct. 6, 1917, the 
provisions of the War Risk Insurance Act, 40 Stat. 398, did 
not apply and he would have to look to the pension acts “for 
relief.” Dig. Ops. J.A.G., September, 1918, p. 214. If he were 
an officer in the permanent establishment he would be entitled 
to. retirement on account of disability, although the same was 
contracted while he was an enlisted man. Dig. Ops. J.A.G., 
1912, p. 983. (Ops. J.A.G,. 210.85, April 22, 1919.) 

Efficiency Boards 

A board of officers was appointed to determine the fitness of 
a temporary captain for permanent appointment. The board 
was composed of five members, one of whom was junior to the 
officer in question on the lineal list of officers of the Regular 
Army, but who was serving under a commission as major. 
General Orders No. 76, W.D., 1917, p. 3, provides for boards 
to determine the fitness of provisional officers and prescribes 
that such boards shall be composed of “not less than three, nor 
more than five, line officers, senior to the officer reported upon.” 
The purpose of the regulations is to have the board composed 
of officers who would not profit by the elimination of the offi 
cers considered. To simply consider the officers’ temporary 
rank and disregard his rank as a permanent officer, would not 
give effect to the purpose of G.O. No. 76, supra. The case is 
analogous to that arising under A. W. 77, the terms of which 
prohikit Regular officers from sitting on courts-martial for trial 
of officers or soldiers of other forces. See also United States 
v. Brown, 206 U.S. 240. (Ops. J.A.G. 334.1, April 9, 1919.) 
A Soldier Cannot at the Same Time Be an Enlisted Man and 

an Army Field Clerk. 

A soldier was furlonghed to the Regular Army Reserve in 
1919. He is about to be appointed an Army field clerk. An 
Army field clerk is a non-commissioned officer of the Army. 
Dig. Ops. J.A.G., September, 1918, p. 204. A soldier cannot at 


the same time be an enlisted man and an officer. The soldier 
should be given a discharge from the Regular Army Reserve in 


order to enable him to accept an appointment as Army field 
elerk. (Ops. J.A.G. 211, April 10, 1919.) 


An Aviator Is a Commissioned Oficer within the Purview 

of the National Defense Act. 

Sec. 13, act of June 3, 1916, 39 Stat., 166, 175, provides 
that “When it shall be impracticable to obtain ‘from the Army 
officers suitable for the Aviaticn Section of the Signal Corps in 
the number allowed by law the difference between that num- 
ber and the number of suitable officers actually available for 
duty in said section may be made up by appointments in the 
grade of aviator, Signal Corps, and that grade is hereby cre- 
ated. The personnel for said grade shall be obtained from 
especially qualified civilians, who shall be appointed and com- 
missioned in said grade.” See. 7, act of Julf 24, 1917, 40 
Stat. 243, 245, authorizes the Secretary of War to cause the 
necessary number of enlisted men of the Aviation Section of 
the Signal Corps above the grade of corporal to be rated as 
aviation or balloon mechanicians. The conclusion clearly fol- 
lows that an aviator is not an enlisted man but a commis- 
sioned officer. (Ops. J.A.G, 211, April 19, 1919.) 


Officer of Veterinary Corpse May Not Be Placed on Duty 

as Officer of the Day; Exception. 

The Veterinary Corps is a part of the Medical Department. 
An officer of the Medical Department “cannot exercise com- 
mand except in his own department.” Since an officer of the 
day does exercise command within the meaning of A.R. 19, an 
officer of the Veterinary Corps may not be placed on duty as 
an officer of the day, except when serving only with officers 
and enlisted men of the Medical Department. (Ops, J.A.G. 211, 
April 12, 1919.) 

Mileage; Officer Appointed from Ranks. 

An officer was discharged from an enlistment at Camp 
Johnston, Fla., Nov. 28, 1918. On Nov. 8, prior thereto, the 
War Department announced his appointment as a second lieu- 
tenant with rank from Nov. 8, 1918, and directed him to the 


- commanding general, Camp Lewis, Wash. He did not receive 


notice ‘of his appointment until after he was discharged from 

his enlistment and arrived in Los Angeles, Calif., Dec. 16, 

1918, at which time he accepted the commission and proceeded 

to Camp Lewis. Under A.R. 1296 he is entitled to mileage. 
Pay and Allowances. 

An officer of the Medical Corps was ordered for duty in tak- 
ing care of sick and wounded on a transport from France to 
the United States. On such trip he paid $8 as tips to stewards 
on the vessel. There was no clause with his order stating 
“travel directed as necessary in the military service.” The 
statute providing for the pay of actual expenses of officers for 
sea travel does not require that the travel should state that the 
travel is necessary in the military service. This requirement 
only applies to mileage orders. Act of March 3, 1883, 22 Stat. 
456. The act of June 12, 1906, 34 Stat. 240, 247, provides 
that for all sea travel actual expenses shall be paid the officers 
“when traveling on duty under competent orders with or with- 
out troops.”” The fact that he was required to perform duty 
while en route should not deprive him of his right to reimburse- 
ment of actual and necessary expenses authorized by the statute 
and A.R. 1280. His status should be regarded substantially as 
a medical officer traveling with troops. See pars. 27, 178, 183, 
Army Transport Regulations, 1914. He should be reimbursed. 
(Ops. J.A.G, 245.6, April 7, 1919.) 

Traveling Expenses of Army Officers. 

It is proposed to send a commission to Europe to study nitro- 
gen fixation, accompanied by Army officers. A specific appro- 
priation has been made to finance said project. Sec. 124, 
national defense act, 39 Stat. 166, 215. Officers employed upon 
this duty would be entitled, for traveling allowances, only to 
mileage at seven cents per mile for land travel, as provided by 
the act of June 12, 1906, 34 Stat. 240, 246, and actual ex- 
penses for sea travel. (Ops. J.A.G. 245.6, April 29, 1919.) 

Inciting a Person to Commit a Crime. 

The defendant was indicted for selling intoxicating liquor to 
a soldier who was in uniform. The evidence showed that the 
defendant was incited to selling the liquor to the soldier by 
officers of the law. Where the officers of the law incite a person 
to commit a crime charged and lured him on in its consumma- 
tion with the purpose of arresting him in its commission, the 
law will not authorize a verdict of guilty. Taylor v. United 
States, 193 Fed. 968; Woo Wai v. United States, 223 Fed. 
1412; Sam Yeck v. United States, 240 Fed. 60. Where a de- 
fense is interposed that accused was incited and induced to 
commit the offense by officers for the purpose of entrapment, 
the refusal of instructions submitting the question to the jury 
as one of fact and the giving of instruction treating it as one 
of law and charging that it presented no defense was error. 
(Peterson v. United States, 255 Fed. 433.) 

Mishehavior before the Enemy. 


Whether a person “is before the enemy” is not a question of 
definite distance; rather it is a question of tactical relation. 
It is not always a question of actual contact with the enemy, 
but exists also where the tactical influence is exerted by reason 
of the fact that the presence in a particular place may be 
reasonably supposed to affect the movements of the enemy in a 
fairly short space of time. Where accused was in the‘‘echelon” 
of his battery, about twelve or fourteen kilometers from the 
front, the “firing battery’’ of the battery being at the time en 
gaged with the enemy, he was guilty of misbehavior before the 
enemy if he left his organization without authority, although 
his echelon was not under fire. He is in support and subject 
to be called to the firing line as casualties occur in the firing 
echelon. That a member of the rear echelon remain at his post 
during the engagement may be considered a greater obligation 
than that a member of the firing echelon do so; for at the firing 
echelon losses from the personnel are expected and provision 
for their replacement from the rear echelon is made, while from 
the rear evhelon a soldier might more easily absemt himself, 





leaving his comrades in the firing echelon helpless, there bei 
no source from which he could be replaced. (CM 128019.) 
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COMPTROLLER'S DECISIONS. 


Texas Hurricane Loss. 





In granting Major George E. Arneman, U.S.A., a 
allowance of $334.24 for private property lost in t! 
Texas City hurricane and flood of Aug. 16-17, 1915, t) 
Comptroller reverses a disallowance by the Auditor o 
the basis of previous decisions of May 23, 1918, a: 
April 24, 1919. In presenting his claim Major Arnema 
stated, fh connection with loss of his library, that: “T) 
circumstances under which this property was lost we: 
that I directed certain enlisted men to take care of the 
matter of packing and caring for these books while | 
devoted my personal attention as battalion quarte: 
master to the saving of Government property in use b 
the 3d Battalion, 28th Infantry.” The Comptroller says 
on this point: “The question might be raised that th 
loss of the books was through the carelessness and neg 
ligence of the enlisted men who were directed to care fo: 
them.” This “question” is not serious enough, howeve 
to cause the Comptroller to change his opinion that 
Major Arneman’s claim was a just one. 

Pay of Navy Aids. 

Officers of the Navy above the rank of lieutenant ars 
not entitled to pay as aid to a rear admiral under thy 
Act of March 13, 1908, the Comptroller states in approy 
ing a submitted decision of the Auditor in the case of 
Paymr. Brantz Mayer, U.S.N. In the original decisior 
in this case, made by the Comptroller on Aug. 29, 1918 
it was held that Paymaster Mayer was entitled to b 
paid additional pay while serving as personal aid t 
Rear Admiral Hilary P. Jones, U.S.N. It had been di 
veloped since the above decision was made that during 
the period covered by this claim Paymaster Mayer had 
the rank of lieutenant commander, which presents the 
question as to whether an officer in the Navy above the 
rank of lieutenant, corresponding to the rank of eap 
tain in the Army, is eligible for appointment as aid and 
entitled to additional pay provided therefor under th: 
Act of May 13, 1908.” The Auditor quoted decisions of 
the Court of Claims in the cases of Lieutenant Com 
manders Jones and Knox, holding that, in his opinion, 
“the construction of the Act of May 13, 1908, in regard 
to the pay of aids as made . . . in the Knox ease, 
is the proper construction of the law, and that, there 
fore, officers in the Navy above the rank of lieutenant 
are not eligible for appointment as aid and not entitled 
to the additional pay provided therefor.” The Comp 
troller points out that in the case of Paymaster Mayer 
“the period of service covered by claim was subsequent 
to promulgation of changes in the regulations (effectiv« 
from Sept. 15, 1916) which removed all restrictions as 
to rank of aids to rear admirals, and since the qualifi- 
cation as to rank of such officers was not fixed by reg 
ulations I am of opinion that their qualification should 
be determined by assimilation to the qualification for 
aids in the Army as fixed by statute.” He then gives 
his approval of the Auditor's decision as stated above. 

Officer’s Property Destroyed by Fire. 

A major in the Motor Transport Corps while billeted 
in the officers’ barracks at the French artillery park, 
near Souilly, France, had all his personal property de 
stroyed by a fire in barracks while he was endeavoring 
to save by destruction by the fire property of the United 
States temporarily stored in the barracks building. A 
board of officers convened to consider this and other 
claims found that the officer was entitled to commuta 
tion in the sum of $499.99, this finding being approved 
by the commanding general of the A.F.F. The auditor 
submitted an original construction of Chapter VI. of th: 
Act of July 9, 1918, providing for the settlement of 
claims for private property belonging to officers, etc., in 
which he set forth the above circumstances and gave 
it as his opinion that the destruction of the personal 
property of the officer does not come within the purview 
of Chapter VI. since it “cannot be regarded as coming 
within the fifth provision of Chapter VI. as lost in the 
field during campaign, the officer being in quarters away 
from the fighting area and not actually engaged against 
the enemy.” The Comptroller approved this decision 

Issuance of Checks Not Payment 

The issuance of a check for the $60 bonus granted t 
all persons serving in the military or naval forces of 
the United States during the present war and who have 
been honorably discharged does not constitute payment 
and consequently is not an asset of the estate of a de 
ceased. This decision of the Auditor, which is approved 
by the Comptroller, was occasioned by the sending of a 
check for the $60 bonus to an honorably discharged sol 
dier who was living in Texas, but who died prior to its 
receipt, two days after it was mailed. 

Continuous Service Pay, F.N.R. 

In response to a letter of inquiry from the Secretary 
of the Navy as to whether a man who had been dis 
charged from the Fleet Naval Reserve and re-enlisted the 
following day, after being transferred to the Fleet Naval 
Reserve from the Regular Navy two years previously, is 
entitled to continuous service pay and under G.O, No 
34, the Comptroller renders the following decision. “I 
know of no provision of law which grants to enlisted 
men of the Regular Navy credit for service in the Re 
serve for purposes of increased pay, nor do I know of 
any provision that will grant to transferred members of 
the Fleet Naval Reserve the right upon re-enlistment in 
the Regular Navy, to retain the continuous service in 
crease of pay which he was in receipt of during his last 
period of service in the Regular Navy, except in the 
case of a man transferred to the Reserve on the date of 
expiration of his contract of enlistment who re-enlist 
within four months of the date of such transfer. Th: 
right to count service for purposes of increase in pas 
while members of the Naval Reserve Force is not by 
any existing law extended to enlisted men of the Regu 
lar Navy.” The Secretary of the Navy was according] 
advised that the man in question is not entitled to econ 
tinuous service increase of pay under G.O. No, 54 by 
reason of his re-enlistment on the date given.

The total requirements for transportation of the Army 
call for an appropriation of $242,977,890.60, as against 
$411,000,000 carried in the House bill of last session. 


Pay of the Army Appropriations. 
Brig. Gen. Herbert M. Lord was before the committee 


on May 31 in connection with items included in “Pay 
of the Army.” The estimate for pay of the Army and 


mileage has been increased from the $305,050,621.50 
passed by the House to $374,053,701.50, as amended 
by the Senate committee at the last session. General 


Lord showed that the increase was largely due to the 
inclusion of $58,000,000 for the payment of bonuses to 
officers and men who will be eligible to receive them 
during the next fiscal year. It was brought out that 


_the payment of the $60 bonus will involve an expense 


of approximately $233,000,000. Another cause for the 
increase is the change in mileage allowance from three 
and one-half cents to five cents a mile from the place 
of discharge. No change was recommended in the item 
for the pay of officers except with regard to the pay of 
National Guard officers, where the amount of $100 was 
specified, merely to allow the transfer of funds for that 
purpose in the event of the necessity of giving Na- 
tional Guard officers pay while in Federal Service. The 
National Guard appropriation under “Armory Drill and 
Instruction” provides for the pay of Guard officers while 
under state authority. 

An increase of not to exceed 4,270 field clerks was 
asked for the purpose of creating permanent staffs at 
demobilization centers so that enlisted men now doing 
work of that kind might be discharged from the Army. 
Legislation was also requested making permanent the 
temporary provisions allowing field clerks the allow- 
ances with the exception of retirement now given to 
pay clerks of the Quartermaster Corps. 

Additional pay for officers overseas was changed from 
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Army Estimate Hearings—Continued.

The 
same increase for overseas service was asked for war- 


rant officers of the Army as is now granted to commis- 
sioned oflicers, as a result of the Comptroller's decision 
that warrant officers are not entitled to any of the allow- 
ances of a commissioned officer. A change from $800,- 
OOO to $5,000,000 was asked for the increase for for- 
eign service of enlisted men’s pay. Representative Mc- 
Kenzie asked if the Quartermaster Corps had data on 
the pay of officers of the Air Service who are on flying 
status, suggesting that high ranking officers qualified 
as junior military aviators and military aviators might 
be receiving emolument out of proportion to the duties 
performed. The reply was that these officers receive 
aviation pay only when they are performing duties that 
require four actual flying hours a month. 

Lieut. Col. J. H. Adams outlined the requirements 
of the Army for subsistence, saying that the estimate 
called for $109,000,000 instead of $120,000,000° as al- 
lowed by the House bill. Legislation was asked for in 
connection with the item providing that these funds be 
available for the purpose of developing agricultural 
activities on land purchased for the use of the Army, 
and that food thus raised be sold at prices regulated by 
the Secretary of War and that the funds thus obtained 
be deposited in the Treasury as miscellaneous receipts. 
This suggestion gave rise to the question as to whether 
it would not cause a protest by the farmers of the coun- 
try. Chairman Kahn suggested that the agricultural 
use of the lands owned by the Army be restricted to 
use for the Army’s own purposes, and in this Colonel 
Adams concurred. One item included in the appropria- 
tion, it was pointed out, called for $25,000 for equip- 
ment to harvest crops already planted on military reser- 
vations. 

Construction; Needs. 

Brig. Gen Richard C. Marshall, jr., Chief of the Con- 
struction Division, made a detailed statement to im- 
press on the minds of the committee members, as he 


said, “thie fact that the appropriation of $31,910,805 
requested was largely for the purpose of operation 
rather than construction.”” The House carried an ap- 


propriation of $2,000,000 for barracks and quarters last 
session, and the same amount was left by the Senate 
committee. In determining the amount of the estimate 
for this session, the Chief of Staff recommended that the 
amount named be not more than the $2,000,000 already 
provided for. General Marshall said he had addressed 
a memorandum to the Secretary of War showing the 
need for the amount he was asking, and that he had 
received notice in return that approximately $10,000,- 
000 was the sum approved by the Chief of Staff. He 
presented his own request, however, for $14,139,168.62 
rather than the sum set by the War Department. He 
said: “The War Department has now frame buildings 
that cost $187,000,000 to construct. The maintenance 
of these buildings alone, based on an upkeep estimate 
of six and a quarter per cent., is $11,692,316. The gen- 
eral rate of upkeep is about four per cent., but in view 
of the fact that these buildings were only of temporary 
construction to begin with, we have added two and a 
quarter per cent. to this estimate.” : 

Mr. Anthony opened a discussion concerning con- 
struction work that had continued after the signing of 
the armistice, expressing the opinion that the War De- 
partment did not have authority to continue such work 


on funds furnished in war appropriations. He asked 
whether any such work had been carried on. General 
Marshall said that Camp Benning, at Columbus, Ga., 


and the Artillery School at Camp Bragg, N.C., had been 
under construction continuously since the signing of 
the armistice. 

Mr. Green asked: “Did the question come up as to 
the right of the War Department to spend money on 
eonstruction work after the armistice was entered 
into?’ 

“Yes, sir.” said General Marshall, “it was discussed.” 

“What manner of construction work is involved?” 


asked Mr. McKenzie. 


The answer was that the two camps are being built 
of both frame and metal lath construction, the Chief of 
Construction explaining that the question as to the pro- 
priety of continuing the work was one of policy with 
which he had nothing to do. Mr. Wise reminded mem- 
bers of the committee that the Secretary of War had 
appeared before the committee at the fast session of 
Congress to ask advice on the question of continuing 
certain construction projects, and that the committee 
had declined to offer any. It was also brought out by 
Mr. Greene that a resolution had been drawn up for 
presentation to the House specifically providing that 
the Secretary of War should not be permitted to carry 
on any further construction work without the consent 
of Congress, but that owing to an expression by Secre- 
tary Baker of the opinion that he had the authority to 
earry on work of this nature by virtue of existing law 
and custom, the matter was not pushed. General Mar- 
shall said there were no large construction items an- 
ticipated at any of the Regular Army posts for next 
year. When questioned as to the manner in which the 
construction work of the Army is aaministered he said 
he believed, as a matter of administration and economy, 
there should be created a special corps of construction ; 
because on the basis of an Army of 500,000 appropria- 
tions for this work would amount to nearly $80,000,000 
annually. 

Clothing and Garrison Equipage. 


General Lord, in continuing the hearing on Quarter- 
master Corps appropriations before the committee on 
June 2, commented on the difficulties arising from the 
method of listing appropriation items under the exist- 
ing form of bill. He said: “I hope some day I may 
have the pleasure of drafting an appropriation bill with 
this committee which will be an improvement over the 
present one.” In reply, Mr. Kahn said: “If you will 
prepare such a modification which will simplify the 
measure but which will at the same time give the House 
the facts I am sure the committee will take it up with 
the view of adopting the simplified form.” 

Col. John R. R. Hannay, U.S.A., presented the first 
estimate, that of clothing, camp and garrison equipage, 
for which $33,026,382.07 is asked, an increase of more 
than $29,000,000 over the amount carried in the House 
bill and $22,000,000 more than the $11,000,000 reported 
by the Senate committee. Colonel Hannay pointed out 
that in asking this appropriation the War Department 
was basing its requirements on the needs of an average 
Army of 509,000 men, and also on the requirements un- 
der the law directing the War Department to furnish 
each soldier with a complete clothing outfit at the time 
of his discharge. The fact that there is a shortage in 
russet shoes which had not been issued for the last sev- 
eral months of the war resulted, he said, in one large 
item. The field shoes are being disposed of to foreign 
governments or are being stored for future use for field 
service only. The sum of $8,771,460 is being asked 
for shoeing the Army for next year and for providing 
russet shoes for men who are being discharged. 

Capt. H. G. Parsons, U.S.A., head of the Salvage 
Division, explained the work of the Salvage units and 
indicated the necessity for allowing the part of the 
clothing appropriation which provides for the mainte- 
nance of salvage stations. He brought an exhibit of 
remade clothing and shoes which was of great interest 
to committee members. Captain Parsons made the state- 
ment that the salvage service had saved the Government 
hundreds of millions of dollars. In answer to a ques- 
tion of Mr. McKenzie as to whether he thought it 
worth while to continue the work of the Salvage Divi- 
sion in peace times, he said it would undoubtedly re- 
sult in an economic saving to the Government. 

Civilian Rifle Practice. 

Brig. Gen. Fred H. Phillips, jr.. secretary of the 
National Rifle Association, appeared next to explain 
the need of appropriations for construction and mainte- 
nance of rifle ranges for civilian instruction. Under 
the Quartermaster Corps he called for an amount of 
$200,000 and under the Ordnance Department $300,000 
for civilian rifle practice. General Phillips also re- 
quested legislation providing for the use of the funds 
for traveling expenses for civilian rifle teams to and 
from national matches. Mr. Greene asked: “Has the 





Army ever been called upon to furnish the instruct 
for these civilian teams?’ In reply General Phil! 
said: “No; but during the war civilians were ca] 
upon to act as instructors for the Army.” 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 

Members of the committee expressed great interest 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps when Col. F 
Special Training, explained the details of the R.O.TY 
estimate. Colonel Morrow was accompanied by Ma 
T. K. Lewis, who said the requirements for the R.O 
C. .would amount to $6,034,000 for the year end 
June 30, 1920. This item is changed from an app 
priation of $100 carried in the House bill and of $5,000 
000 reported by the Senate committee. In reply 
questions by members of the committee Major Lew 
said there were 100,000 students of colleges and hi, 


schools throughout the United States now taki 
courses in the R.O.T.C., and that some of these wou

Representative Kelley asked if it would be possible 
to replace the enlisted men now doing work usually per- 
formed by civilians. Captain Leigh said it could be 
done, but he did not believe the required number of re- 
placements could be secured inside a year. 

“Isn't it possible to employ young women 
nlisting them?’ asked Mr. Butler. 

“No, sir,” replied Captain Leigh, 
listed as a matter of necessity, because there was no 
ippropriation for clerk hire; we took them in as Re- 
servists in the emergency where the call was for men 
and there were no men.”

Nelection of O ffir ers. 


Captain Leigh closed his testimony with a statement

Recruiting and Demobilization. 
On the question of recruiting Captain Leigh sub- 
mitted a comparative statement showing that in the 


competition for men the Shipping Board was paying very 
much more for services of enlisted personnel. To Mr. 
sutler’s question, he said an increase of the war pay 
for the Navy would help recruiting; also that an extra 
bonus to the men re-enlisting would help to tide over a 
precarious situation. Mr. Butler stated he was in favor 
of increasing the appropriation for recruiting and trans- 
portation and would do everything possible to further 


propaganda to bring the right sort of young men into 
the Navy. 

Capt. Joseph K. Taussig, U.S.N., until recently in 
charge of the Enlisted Personnel Division of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation, closed the afternoon session with a 
prepared statement of the situation brought about by 
demobilization. He supplemented the statement with 
the reading of a letter from the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion to the department recommending that 60,000 Re- 
servists serving on ships be released immediately (the 
letter was written early in April) and that enough 


ships be laid up to let these dissatisfied men out of the 
Service. The letter was introduced to show that instead 
of blocking the attempts of the Reservists to get out, 
the bureau was anxious to release them no matter how 
radical the remedy, basing its purpose on the ground 
that a dissatisfied Navy personnel is undesirable and 
that it tended to break down the efficiency, discipline 
and service of the Regulars. 
Naval Academy and Naval Stations. 

Rear Admiral Archibald H. Scales, U.S.N., Superin- 
tendent of the U.S. Naval Academy, urgently recom- 
mended an increase from $600 to $800 per annum in 
pay for midshipmen at the academy when he appeared 
before the House Committee on Naval Affairs on May 
30. The comment of various members of the committee 
indicated that this increase will be a feature of the bill 
favorably reported to the House. ‘The increase was 
provided for by the Senate Committee in an amendment 
to the House bill at the last session. Recommendation 
was also made for authorization of the payment of five 
cents a mile travel expenses for all midshipmen from 
their homes. Capt. Samuel Bryan urged the committee 
to embody in the bill authorization for a loan of $200,000 
to the commissary fund of the Naval Academy in order 
that he might take advantage of the market in pur- 
chasing supplies. When asked why it would not be pos- 
sible for him to purchase from the Navy stores he said 


it would be more expensive and in many cases unsatis- 
factory. The total requirements for the Naval Academy 
were given as $3,350,070.80, as against the sum of $1,- 
566,385.05 allowed by the House at last session. 

Rear Admiral F. B. Bassett, jr., U.S.N., commandant 
of the Great Lakes Training Station, and commandant 
of the 9th, 10th and 11th Naval Districts, made a _ re- 
quest for a large increase in the appropriation over what 
was provided for in the last House bill. The principal 
items included in the new estimate consist of harbor 
improvements and the construction of a sea wall. The 
sea wall project was brought up at last session, but the 
appropriation of $200,000 asked for this purpose was 
not granted. The harbor improvement item calls for $1,- 
500,000 and the sea wall construction the same amount, 
was previously noted. Other large items in the bill in- 
clude the construction of new power plants, the re- 
quirement calling for forty-four altogether, and the heat- 
ing system. A long discussion was precipitated by the 
request for the harbor and sea wall improvements. Ad- 
miral Bassett held that the protection from the waters 
of the lake was necessary because the high bluff on 
which many of the buildings of the station are located is 
being gradually undermined. It was also shown that 
men in training at Great Lakes have to be transported 
several miles by motor truck to get to water suitable for 
training. The object of building the harbor, the Ad- 
miral said, was to bring the training facilities up to the 
station. The station is now being prepared to accom- 
modate 15,000 apprentice seamen next year, according 


to the figures submitted by Admiral Bassett and Comdr. 
Walter H. Allen, who assisted him in presenting the 
station projects before the committee. Representative 


Britten led the discussion in favor of adopting the recom- 
mendation, and he was seconded by Representative 
Hicks, who said: “It seems to me that we should have 
a training station in the extreme West, the one at Chi- 
and one or two stations in the East. Now we have 
a large establishment here at Chicago and some time we 
will have to improve this station by building a harbor 
and sea wall. In my opinion we should make full use 
of the station as soon as possible.” To this statement, 
Admiral Bassett added: “A training station without the 
means of training is no station at all.” 

Capt. E. H. Campbell, U.S.N.. commandant of the 
Naval Training Station, Newport, R.I., also asked a large 
increase of the appropriation allotted for Newport. He 
asked that the committee write into the bill an allow- 
ance of $700,000 instead of the $350,000 granted Jast 
session. He based this estimate on the proposed pur- 
chase of the Codington Plant project which would 
double the size of the station. In reply to questions 
asked by committee members Captain Campbell said the 
increase had not yet been authorized by the Secretary 
of the Navy, and in view of the fact that it was dis- 
approved when the estimate was submitted last session, 
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Naval Appropriation Hearings—continued., 


the attitude expressed in the committee was opposed to 
™~ recommendation. 

Capt. William M. Crose, commandant of the Naval 
Training Station and Naval Operating Base, Hampton 
Roads, Va. recommended an increase for the purchase of 
land in conjunction with the increase of the size of the 
station. He told the committee the training station 
would have practically abandoned St. Helena by July 1, 
and that this point would be used by the operating base. 
By this time, it was apparent that the requests for in- 
ereases in appropriations for training station purposes 
had caused the committee much concern, Chairman But- 
ler saying that he wouldn’t vote a dollar for the pur- 
chase of any more land for extension of training sta- 
tions. 

Work of the Morale Division. 

Comdr. C. B. Mayo, Chief of the Morale Division of 
the Bureau of Navigation, who was heard at the open- 
ing of the committee session on May 31, gave a compre- 
hensive statement of the health and recreational work in 
the Navy encompassed in the estimate, $150,000. Dur- 
ing the war the Navy spent from the deficiency appro- 
priation $1,250,000 for recreation. In addition $6,- 
700,000 was spent by welfare organizations on the Navy 
and the Marine Corps. Commander Mayo read into the 
record the good work accomplished during the war and 
stated the plans of the Morale Division for the coming 
year, a program which has already appeared in detail 
in our issues. He showed that for recreation and ath- 
letics the cost to the Navy per man was less than one 
cent per day, and the average cost would be no greater 
no matter what the size of the enlisted personnel. The 
Government, he pointed out, must henceforth supply the 
funds for this work as none was available from the wel- 
fare organizations which gave such fine service during 
the emergency. In emphasizing the importance of the 
activities in social hygiene it was shown that venereal 
disease had been cut down from 180 cases per 1,000 to 
less than 80 cases per 1,000, largely due, said Com- 
mander Mayo, to the elimination of liquor, the pro- 
vision of wholesome entertainment, and the work of the 
Committee on Training Camp Activities whieh, in ¢co- 
operation with the department, had made the bluejacket 
welcome in the homes of the people where formerly he 
was barred. Members of the committee complimented 
Commander Mayo for his interesting and instructive ex- 
planation of morale work and on the plans for the con- 
tinuation of that work. 

Cost of Navy Recruiting. ; 

Captain Leigh, Aeting Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, was recalled to explain the estimate of $9,- 
000,000 for transportation and recruiting. Chairman 
Butler asked if there was any way of dividing the two 
so as to show how much is spent for recruiting and how 
much for travel. Captain Leigh stated it was practically 
impossible to make the division, principally because of 
the fact that the recruiting stations were so widely scat- 
tered. Lieut. Comdr. Emory Winship, in charge of re- 
cruiting, stated that the cost per man was $30. To 
Chairman Butler’s remark that it was $25, he replied 
that that was under war conditions, but war factors 
which encouraged volunteering were lacking in peace 
time. Mr. Butler stated that he was in favor of recom- 
mending as the minimum pay of enlisted men $32.60 a 


month as a stimulus to recruiting. It was Commander 
Winship’s opinion that this pay would add thirty-three 
and one-third per cent. to recruiting stimulus, and that 
it would eventually reduce the expense of recruiting to 
$25 a man. He described the intensive competition in 
recruiting at the present time, which increased the cost 
and compelled the Navy recruiters to fight harder to 
get men. Advertising in newspapers was barred by the 
Secretary, he stated, so that all the advertising space 
which had been used so far was paid for by citizens in- 
terested in the Navy. Representative Kelly was insistent 
on getting at a dividing line between travel and recruit- 
ing, but after a long discussion no headway was made 
in reaching a separate item for each. 
Naval Observatory; Receiving Ships. 

Rear Admiral John A. Hoogewerff, Superintendent of 
the Naval Observatory, was called on to explain the 
estimate of $1,500,000 for instruments and supplies. He 
stated that a million should be added to this estimate 
to make it adequate to the Navy requirements. He ex- 
plained the items in detail, but Chairman Butler re- 
quested that the Admiral prepare an itemized statement 
against each estimate so that the committee could have 
it before them and possibly include it in the bill. 

Captain Leigh was then asked relative to the esti- 
mate of $500,000 for maintenance of receiving ships at 
home and abroad. He stated that the original estimate 
was $1,000,000, but that it had been cut by the Secre- 
tary. The committee was enlightened as to the fact that 
receiving ships are generally “barracks” on shore in 
navy yards and naval stations. The operation of the 
receiving ships required a lengthy and detailed explana- 
tion by Captain Leigh, which finally led into a discus- 
sion by the committee generally as to the component 
parts of the 250,000 enlisted personnel asked for. Rep- 
resentative Kelly apparently had an idea that the train- 
ing schools were extraneous and really duplicated a por- 
tion of the personnel. The proposition was stated by 
several members and from as many angles, but Captain 
Leigh maintained that the 250,000 were that many 
actually enlisted men and that the Navy could not func- 
tion properly without exactly that number. Repre- 
sentative Kelly remarked that the difficulty was due to 
the emergency, when great things were done in a great 
way, and that in his opinion there appeared to be a 
purpose to hang on to the big things. “The only thing 
to do is to cut them off with a sharp knife and get 
down to a peace-time basis,” he concluded. 

Secretary Baker on Transport Needs. 

Secretary of War Baker, accompanied by Brig. Gen. 
Frank T. Hines, U.S.A., Director of Transportation for 
the Army, told the House Committee on Naval Affairs on 
June 2 that the continued use of ships manned by the 
Navy was absolutely necessary in order to bring the 
Army home from France. He said that there would be 
a loss of lake craft which were now in use, vessels which 
will be returned to their owners, but that other vessels 
would be secured for replacement and the continued flow 
of men, now at the rate of more than 10,000 a day, must 
not be halted. Every soldier not in the Army of Occu- 
pation, he said, would be out of France by Aug. 1, and 
after that time the movement would be out by way of 
Amsterdam. All Army activities, in fact, will be at an 
end in France by Aug. 1 with the exception of small de- 
tachments which will be engaged in “cleaning up.” After 


Aug. 1, he said, release of many transports would 
possible, but it was desired that the heaviest movemen: 
be attained during June and July, hence there was 
indication that the Navy forces manning transports co 
be cut down. 

Mr. Baker stated that in May the high water mark of 
transport from France was attained, 321,409 men bei 
landed in the United States for demobilization. 1 
number of soldiers in France on May 30, he said, w 


773,245, including 6,336 men of the Navy and 18,045 


Marine. In answer to a question General Hines stat 
that the cost of putting a man across on British shi 
was $81.75 and that a million men had been transport 
at this rate, while the cost of bringing them back 
American bottoms was about $50 a man, the differen 
being due to absence of submarine hazard, quicker tri 
and efficient handling of the traffic. In closing Sec: 
tary Baker took occasion to testify to the War Depa: 
ment’s appreciation of the whole-hearted co-operation 
the Navy forces in the transport and other services, sa 
ing that there was the most cordial and spirited pulling 
together of the two Services all through the war. Chai 
man Butler ordered that the Secretary's tribute be ma 
a part of the record. 

Naval Gunnery. 

Capt. William D. Leahy, U.S.N., was heard on t! 
appropriation of $350,000 for gunnery and engineering 
exercises. The committee seemed to be of the opini 
that there might be abandonment of some ranges ani 
the consolidation of others. Captain Leahy gave detailed 
information of the work of the various ranges and tl 
cost, but maintained that it was inadvisable, as su, 
gested by Representative Kelly, that the Wakefie! 
Mass., range, near Boston, for which the Navy pay) 
$500 a month rental, should be given up and the m: 
sent to the Newport range, explaining that the latt 
range was too small to accommodate all the men in t! 
1st Naval District. 

Personnel Needs Discussed. 

Capt. Richard H. Leigh, Acting Chief of the Burea 
of Navigation, was recalled and questioned relative t 
the possibility of commandants of navy yards also act 
ing as commandants of receiving ships. Captain Leigl 
stated that this was the rule at Philadelphia and Charles 
ton, and Chairman Butler interposed to say: “What w 
are after is to learn why this cannot be done in eve 
case.” The line of inquiry then gravitated to the dis 
ciplinary barracks and precipitated a long colloquy i: 
which nearly all members of the committee took part, 
the members evidently believing that these barracks 
could be maintained inside the confines of training sta 
tions. Captain Leigh explained that the barracks wer 
analogous to reform schools and cited the civilian prac 
tice of isolation and advanced the very good reason tha 
contagion was imminent if refractory boys of the Navy 
were allowed to come in contact with boys in training 
for the Navy. The committee appeared to believe that 
the Navy should take back Paris Island from the Ma 
rine Corps and equip it for disciplinary purposes. 

Representative Kelly's unanswered question regard 
ing replacements again was interjected, and a long series 
of questions as to details followed, Mr. Kelly apparently 
still being of the opinion that there was duplication in 
the estimated 250,000 enlisted personnel. Comdr. J. 8 
McCain illustrated by using for a simile a water works 
The reservoir, he said, represented the training stations, 
the standpipe, the replacement depot, and the hydrants 
the ships and stations. ‘T’o stop the flow from the training 
stations would let down the pressure at the standpipe, o 
replacement depot, with corresponding lack of flow to 
the hydrants, or ships and stations. This was to illus 
trate that the flow of men must be constant throughout 
to take care of the seepage of thirty-two per cent. of 
the enlisted men constantly going out of the Navy by) 
expiration of enlistments and other causes. The illus 
tration seemingly did not satisfy Mr. Kelly, and it was 
finally arranged that the department furnish the com 
mittee a detailed statement of the inflow and outlow of 
men covering the year before the war and the estimates 
for the fiscal year 1920. Chairman Butler said he was 
in favor of providing a straight personnel of 250,000 
and allowing the Navy to arrange the units as it dé 
sired. He could see no purpose in going into detailed 
statements and was of the opinion that it merely brought 
up questions that consumed time and gave little en 
lightenment.

POST-ARMISTICE ORDNANCE DELIVERIES. 


Because of the length of time required to start pro 
duction, deliveries of a number of important ordnance 
items were just beginning at the time of thesigning of 
the armistice. On account of the money already spent 
on incomplete units in these cases, and their value as a 
reserve and also in order to prevent industrial dis- 
turbance, it was not considered advisable to terminate 
this work abruptly. Items in the following table, issued 
by the Statistics Branch, General Staff, under date of 
May 10, which show a small proportionate number of 
acceptances since Noy. 11, 1918, are those which came 
into early quantity producticn. The table reads:

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THREE, OR FOUR YEARS AT WEST POINT? 

The recommendation of Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief 
of Staff, U.S.A., in his memorandum dated May 12, 
relative to a change to a three-year instead of a four- 


years course at the U.S. Military Academy at West 


Point, which appeared in our issue of May 24, page 
1323, has resulted in discussion among Army officers 


and othérs and quite naturally has brought up the ques- 
tion whether the Army will educate its cadets as well 
in three years as the Navy does its midshipmen in four 
years. An Army Officer now on duty in the War De- 
partment, who has two sons he desires to have enter 
West Point, speaking as a father who has planned the 
future of his boys, tells us that he is hesitating because 
he does not believe that “telescoping” the present cur- 
riculum of the U.S. Military Academy will give his boys 
as good an education as they would receive were they 
to enter the U.S. Naval Academy at Annapolis. Boys 
at the end of a four-years course, he says, are a year 
older, more settled, more mature and very much better 
fitted by the cultural process of the longer term for the 
serious business of life, whether it be military or civil. 
He is of the opinion that once having established a 
three-year course the standard of the entrance exami- 
nation will be raised and in consequénce the result will 
be that the poorer boys, who are unable to get the nec- 
essary preparatory education to pass the higher stand- 
ard of entrance examination, will practically be barred 
out of the Military Academy, and this will, in effect, 
emphasize “class” distinction against which the mation 
should erect safeguards, particularly in view of the ex- 
isting unrest throughout the world. Again, this officer 
states his conviction that a three-year course instead 
of the four-year course entails either raising the en- 
trance standard or lowering the standard at graduation. 

He is open to a change of opinion, he states, but he 
finds on talking to other officers whose sons are ap- 
proaching the age when they might be eligible for the 
Military Academy that the “fathers” in the Service are 
very much concerned about General March’s plan and 
that they are all agreed that comparison between grad- 
uates of West Point after three years and’ graduates of 
Annapolis after four years would very likely be in favor 
of the Annapolis man. They cannot understand how 
the new plan will work out other than to the disadvan- 
tage of the Regular Army, holding that Army officers 
out of West Point will rate lower in culture than the 
Navy officers out of Annapolis because of the difference 
of one year in the course of the two academies. The 
year’s difference in the development of the young mind, 
this officer declares, is of the greatest importance, and 
he believes the lack of cultivation as compared with the 
results of the past at West Point will be most marked 
in our future Army, despite the proposal of post-grad- 
mate courses in specialized schools. The fourth year 
in college, he asserts, ts and always has been the most 
important year. It has proved itself the “balancing” 
year, during which the student finds himself, attains 
his equilibrium, when he is genuinely fitted for the seri- 
eus business ahead. Three-year forcing,- this officer 
says, is hothouse practice, which never has worked out 
to provide maturity and stability in mental and phiysi- 
eal training. 

The questions aroused by the proposition of General 
March are doubtless numerous and complex, though his 
plan, as stated, is a result of exhaustive study by civil 
and military educators. The trend of the day in col- 








leges and universities is toward the three-year course 
through the lengthening of the academic year, but in 
the civil institutions the three-year course is elective, 
the student being allowed to choose whether he will pur- 
sue his studies nine months or twelve months out of 
the year. Thig is the speeding-up process in civil insti- 
tutions, while the plan of General March is to speed up 
through cutting out the unnecessary ‘things and by “tele- 
scoping” the curriculum,

THE PERSONNEL BRANCH, GENERAL STAFF. 

In a discussion of questions of Infantry and Cavalry 
Personnel in our issue of May 24, page 1321, there was 
no attempt to give a complete roster of officers on duty 
in the Personnel Branch of the General Staff, but to 
show that the administrative officers of that branch came 
from the Coast Artillery and the Engineer Corps and 
for that reason the Infantry and Cavalry arms feel there 
exists the “possibility for the intrusion of inequalities.” 
A statement which we receive from Brig. Gen. P. P. 

sishop, Chief of the Personnel Branch, giving the full 
roster of the Personnel Branch is of much interest, how- 
ever, and we give it below. 

The importance of this discussion, which we under- 
stand has been a topic of Army consideration for many 
years, is that the Infantry and Cavalry arms are of such 
importance in the Army as a whole that their feeling 
that more efficient, more equitable and more satisfactory 
administration of the incidentals of the officer personnel 
are to be gained through establishing personnel branches 
for each arm is worthy of consideration. Were there 
chiefs of Infantry and Cavalry in Washington, as there 
are for Coast Artillery, Corps of Engineers, Field Ar- 
tillery, Air Service, and the like, the officers of the Cav- 
alry and the Infantry would feel assured that their par- 
ticular arm had at the head an administration which 
thoroughly understood that particular arm of the Ser- 
vice. In consequence a Cavalry officer, for example, 
whose business required the attention of his chief would 
not be compelled as now, to take his business to the 
General. Staff, which is concerned with the Army as a 
whole, and not with the Cavalry as a specialized arm. 
We welcome General Bishop's letter for the point of 
view it discloses and because it will be of interest to 
thousands of Infantry and Cavalry officers as a contribu- 
tion to the discussion of the apparent necessity for giv- 
ing greater consideration to the administration of the 
business of these two arms to the greater satisfaction 
and the contentment of their officers. Following is the 
letter. 





Office of the Chief of Staff. 
To THE Epitorn oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOUBNAL: 

An article appeared in your paper of May 24 which 
may be misleading to officers throughout the Service, be- 
cause it gave an incomplete roster of officers on duty in 
the Personnel Branch and would lead one not familiar 
with the facts in the case to the belief that all branches 
of the Service are not represented in personnel work of 
the Army. I feel that you would desire to present all of 
the facts to your readers and would, therefore, suggest 
that you give publicity to the following: 

There are 36 Regular Army officers in the Personnel 
Branch. Of these 19 belong to the Infantry, 6 to the 
Cavalry, 2 to the Field Artillery, 2 to the Engineers, 6 
te the Coast Artillery, and 1 to the Medical Corps. 
These officers, while they belong to different branches of 
the Service, are all performing General Staff duties and 
half of them are detailed as members of the General 
Staff Corps.

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SUBSCRIPTION. 

Approximately one-quarter of a billion dollars is the 
amount that the U.S. Army has subscribed to the five 
issues of Liberty Bonds. The subscriptions to the Vic- 
tory Liberty Loan far exceeded all expectations as the 
personnel of the Army was seventy-five per cent. less 
than it was at the time of the fourth Liberty Loan. The 
amount of notes subseribed for during the loan just 
closed was $44,553,850. The total subscription of the 
Army, at home and abroad for the first four loans was 
$205,000,000, and with the amount subscribed for in 
the Victory Loan brings the total subscription of the 
Army, for all the Liberty Loans to $249,553,850. Brig. 
Gen. H. M. Lord, Director of Finance, U.S.A., Army 
Liberty Loan Officer, successfully conducted the past 
four loan campaigns in the Army, and was very ably 
assisted by Major Robert W. Daniel, assistant Army 
Liberty Loan officer, in the past two loans. As a token 
of appreciation and patriotic service in behalf of the 
Liberty Loans, General Lord and Major Daniel were 
awarded the Treasury Medal.

OgpNANCE ReruRgNED FROM OVERSEAS. 

Return shipments of Ordnance include such items as 
3,786,000 rounds of 75-mm. shrapnel - (sixty-nine per 
cent. of what was sent overseas) and 285,600,000 
rounds of ball cartridges, cal. .30, about one-fifth of 
what was shipped.

AMERICAN: WomEN's LEGION FoRMED. 

With the tentatively adopted tithe “American Wom- 
en’s, Legion of the Great War” an organization formed 
of the wives and women relatives of officers and men of 
the U.S. Army and Navy was initiated in Washington, 
D.C., on May 27. at a meeting held in thé residence of 
Mrs. William C. Eustis, 1611 LH +treet, N.W. Although 
at present a local. body the titie was selected in the 
hope and with the idea that similar associations. formed 
in other cities and towns may eventually affiliate into 
a nation-wide women’s organization. Those eligible to 
membership include “wives, mothers, sisters and daugh- 
ters, or those officially named as next of kin (who at 
any time since April 6, 1917, have resided in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia) of men who served in the military or 
naval services of the United States of America at any 
time during the period from April 6, 1917, to Nov. 11, 
1918.” Mrs. Eustis was the unanimous choice of those 
present for first president of the association. Vice 
presidents elected were Mrs. William M. Black, wife of 
General Black; Mrs. A. F. Niblack, wife of Rear Ad 
miral Niblack, and Mrs. George Barnett, wife of the 
Commandant of the Marine Corps. The secretary is 
Mrs. R. H. Dunlap; the treasurer is Mrs. Carroll C. 
Glover, while the wives of the Secretaries of War and 
of the Navy were chosen honorary vice presidents. Chair 
man of committees appointed by the newly-elected presi- 
dent are as follows: Executive. Mrs. Walter Bruce 
Howe; membership, Mrs. Joseph Tracy; permanent con- 
stitution, Mrs. Victor Kauffmann, and arrangements, 
Mrs. J. Mandeville Carlisle.

An “ex-Private, National Army,” writes: “It was an 
injustice to the old non-com. officers from the Regular 
Army, who were not only the backbone of the old Army, 
but the ribs, legs, and in many cases the head of 
the new. to commission them in such low grades as 
first and second lieutenant. The oldtimer should have 
been commissioned a captain right off the bat. We poor 
privates considered ourselves in luck when it fell to our 
good fortune to serve in an organization commanded by 
one of these oldtimers who ‘lacked a college cducation 
and had never been through a training camp.’ Frederick 
Palmer, in Collier's, stated that ‘from the day we en- 
tered the war West Point was supreme in the command 
and direction of. our armies,” which I personally con- 
sider was just and right, especially in view of the re- 
sults obtained; but he might have added, ‘and their or- 
ders, plans and principles were carried into effect by 
those faithful old non-commissioned officers who held 
commissions in the new Army.” You will find by talking 
with the West Pointers that they love these same old 
N.C.0.’s on whom they leaned and depended during the 
trying days. No more beautiful picture can. be .drawn 
from the war than the way in which the Regular Army 
officer and the old N.C.O., who, perchance, might have 
served under him as a private or sergeant in the old 
Jays, worked together and stuck together after the Jat- 
ter had beew#tommissioned. Why? I don’t just know, 
but I guess simiply because both were soldiers and get- 
fibg along together and obeying orders was their busi- 
ness. We privates,.and there were a considerable num- 
ber of us.in this war, teok particular notice of the case 
and grace in which the ex-N.C.O. got along with and 
held the respect of his:men. We felt when he spoke or 
gave an order. that he knew just what he was doi.”

heme or residence” and it is. net.the vlace shown in 
his Service record.as bis home or residence, he will be 
paid~travelspay at tire of discharge only to the piece 
shewn in Service. record. in order to-obtain the dif- 
fertace to which be .is entitled, he should send claim 
therefor direct to the .Zone Finance Officer, Lemon 
Pinilding, Washington, D.C. (envelope to be marked 
* Mravel Allowance”). Such elaim must be submitted 
in the form of an aflidavit upon a blank form which may 
be obtained from any Army recruiting officer, the Red 
Cross or other agencies organized to aid soldiers, or 
from the Director of Finatice, War Department, Wash- 
ington, D.C. and will be accompanied by the soldier's 
original discharge certificate, or a true copy thereof 
certified as such by an Army recruiting officer. If the 
original discharge certifieate is sent it will be returned 
to the soldier after it has served its purpose. (If true 
copy is used, officer certifying to it must follew ecare- 
fully provisions of Par. 7, Circular 252, War Dept., 
1919, which he will have.) Enlisted men who sub 
mitted certified capies of discharge certificates in con- 
nection with their claims for payment of the $60 bonus 
need not furnish another certified copy of discharge with 
claim for travel pay, but will state that they have al- 
ready furnished certified copy of discharge in claim for 


$60 bonus. Soldiers seeking further advice on this sub- 
ject are referred to lawyers, bankers or business men, 
or the local Red Cross. 





To Make Tue Army Berren Kxnown. 

A civilian who has been in close contact with the ad- 
ministration of the Army during the war expresses the 
belief that the people as a whole know little about the 
Army, ‘and suggests that graduates of the 
U.S. Military Academy who have entered civil life 
might organize a. league whose chief purpose would be 
to spread accurate information as to the Army. He 
believes that graduates scattered throughout the United 


States whose love for their alma mater is unquenchable 
and whose knowledge of Regular Army needs and the 
position which the Army shoudl bear in the estimation 
of the people could do much toward making known what 
the Army has accomplished in this war, as well as in 
other wars; how it is organized, how its officers are 
chosen and commissioned, anJ all 


incidentals of 


Army organization and life, “with the fact always in 
mind that the Regular Army stands with the Navy as 
the defensive bulwark against aggression of a hostile 
character, and that it is the stonewall behind which the 
nation in security organizes and trains its fighting land 
forces until the Army has been built up to meet the 
emergency at hand.” Such an organization, he believes, 
could break down prejudice against the Regulars, mini- 
miae the effect of attacks such as have been blazoned in 
the press only recently, and could bring the nation to 
realize that there is more to the professional side of the 
Army than wearing a uniform. 


ErricieNncy RepPorTs FOR PROVISIONAL OFFICERS. 

Information is published to the Service in regard to 
special efficiency reports for provisional officers, as fol- 
lows: (1) Special efficiency reports are to be made every 
three months (March 31, June 20, Sept. 30 and Dee, 51) 
upon each provisional officer of the Regular Army. In 
cases in which commanding officers are relieved or proe- 
visional officers transferred to new stations, additional 
special eflicieacy reports will be submitted. Reports will 
be made by the immediate commanding officer under 
whom such provisional officer is serving, and the next 
superior commander, if the provisional officer is serving 
under his immediate observation, will indorse approval 
or disapproval upen the report. (2) The original of 
each report will be forwarded on the date specified to 
The Adjutant General of the Army and a duplicate re- 
tained at the headquarters of the station where the offi- 
cer is im service, the copy of the report being forwarded 
to the provisional officer's station in case of bis transfer. 
(3) When a provisional officer is ordered before a board 
to determine whether his appointment shall be ter- 
minated or made permanent, the duplicate copies of bis 
special efficiency reports will be submitted to the board 
for its consideration and will be attached to the report 
of the board's proceedings. 








LarosR Mmirary Hospirass. 

“Many things have been learned by medical officers of 
the U.S. Army in France,” writes an officer, “that will 
be of great benefit in years to come. Some of us are 
more and more in favor of “weer hospitals than ever. 
I believe under most conditions those of 10,000 to 20,000 
beds operated as a single unit will prove te be most 
effective, and these details are now being worked on by 
officers in a position to judge of the utility of the plan. 
Colonel Sinclair, who was the original commander of 
Base Hospital 53 at Langres, France, has returned te 
the States and was last located in New York e'ty. 
Major Gen: Robert EB. Noble, Chief Surgeon A.E.F., has 
been sent up into Belgium as section surgeon of the 
new S.O.S. section which it was decided to organize 
there. This section will take care of the 3d Army, and 
is a most impertant enterprise. General Noble was for- 
merly down in Base Section No. 2, whieh was a very 
diffieult problem, but the General performed fine work 
there.” 





Swati Reersrration For R.O.T.C. Camp. 

Less than 400 young men from the schools and ¢0)- 
leges of New England have thus far registered for the 
Reserve Officers’ Training School course which is to 
open at Camp Devens in June under the direct super- 
vision of jor Gen: Henry P. McCain and a corps of 
experienced Regular Army men as instructors, The 
Boston Transcript, which prints this dispatch from 
Camp Devens, adds: “When the course in military train- 
ing was instituted by the Government it was estimated 
that at least 1,500 must be counted upon as the New 
England minimum, with possible provision for a much 
larget number. Accordingly, the entire 73d Infantry area 
was set aside for their occipancy. The dearth of regis- 
trations for the course is accounted for on the ground 
that, with the ending of the war and the consequent 
gradual cessation of activities along this Line, there is a 
corresponding waning of interest in things military 
throughout the country.”

It is directed that fitiance officers arrange 
to refund, upon the first settlement after receipt of the 
instructions, any amount erroneously collected in con- 
travention of the Judge Advocate General's cpinion of 
Aug. 3, 1918, from draft deserters restered to duty with- 
out trial, as “willing to serve’ under Judge Advocate 
General's instructions of Mareh 15, 1918. Where such 
reward for apprehension has been collected from a sol- 
dier since discharged without such money having been 
refunded to him, discnarged soldicrs should make ¢laim 
for reimbursement to the Director of Finance, Washing- 
ton, D.C. 





A CONTRAST IN WELCOMES. 

By way of contrast and “to give an idea what an 
American soldier is thought of” an Army correspondent 
in the Philippines notes two adjacent columns in the 
Mauila Daily Bulletin of April 29. in one is an ac 
count of the welcome to “a hundred veterans of the 
Czecho-Sleovak army” en route to the United States 
who received an enthusiastic reception that included 
ferty automobiles provided that they might see the sights 
of the city.

Italy on the Western Front. 

“At one of the recent talks with the newspapermen, I 
gave out figures showing the percentage of the front 
held by Great Britain, France, and the United States 
on the western front at the end of the war. I have re- 
ceived a letter from the military attaché of the Italian 
Embassy in which he calls attention to the fact that in 
these statements I did not include the part of the line 
held by Italy. As a matter of fact, I was making com- 
parisons between the larger portions of the front, but 
Italy had a substantial force on the western front and 
occupied a total front of fourteen kilometers, extending 
from Roecroi to two kilometers southwest of Laipatur, a 
percentage of about two and one-half per cent. of the 
whole western front. 


Shipment of Troops from Abroad. 


“My attention has been called to the fact that a so- 
ealled Victory ribbon, representing the Victory Medal, 
which is given by all the Allied governments to troops 
serving in the war, is being sold by military stores in 
the United States, but it does not correspond to the 
actual Victory Ribbon. A great many men in civil life, 
already demobilized, who are entitled to wear the rib- 
bon are buying these ribbons. We are having some diffi- 
culty in securing the colors for the Victory ribbon, but 
when the ribbon is finally manufactured it will be issued 
by the Quartermaster Department to men entitled to 
wear it. They ought not to buy this other ribbon, which 
does not represent really what the Victory Medal sym- 
bolizes. 

“Shipments of troops from abroad have now totaled 
twenty-five full divisions and seven skeleton divisions, 
leaving intact in France only seven Regular divisions. 
The last two divisions from other sources, the 8lst and 
90th, are now sailing—the Slst from Brest and the 
90th from St. Nazaire. A large part of these two divi- 
sions is already on the high seas. When I refer to divi- 
sions I do not include the men in the Services of Sup- 
ply, as I told you last week. I noticed that some of 
the papers misunderstood my statement and did not 
dissociate the different kinds of troops. The 8.0.8, 
troops are entirely apart from the Regular divisions. 

“During this month we have broken all records to 
France and from France in the shipment of troops. The 
total number of troops landed in the United States dur- 
ing the month of May, not including to-day, is 317,186. 
This includes 12,452 officers, 1,284 nurses, 299,773 en- 
listed men, 1.503 civilians, 1,164 naval and 1,010 ma- 
rines. Fighty per cent. of these troops have been 
shipped in United States bottoms and the Army at pres- 
ent state of demobilization is over sixty-two per cent. 
demobilized. 


The New Army Organization. 


One of the correspondents stated to General March, 
“before the committee the other day you spoke of the 
fact that the organization of the Army under the Na- 
tional Defense Act was entirely inadequate to meet the 
modern form of organization.” He then asked the 
question, “Could you go into that in detail?” The 
Chief of Staff replied: 

“The o@fanization of the Army under the so-called 
Hay-Chamberiain bill is on a peace strength of 175,000 
eombatants, with certain staff corps not included in 
that total, making a total strength, in round numbers, of 
230,000. The bill provided no organization for the corps 
which have been developed by this war, such as the 
Tank Corps, the Air Service, Motor Transport Corps, 
Embarkation and Inland Traffic Services, to mention 
specific cases. If the Army were to revert to the or- 
ganization prescribed in the National Defense Act and 
we tried to keep up the Motor Transport Corps, the 
Embarkation Service, the Inland Traffic Service, and 
the great storage plants we have constructed all over 
the United States, the Quartermaster Corps would not 
have in its authorized list of officers and men enough 
men for any one of these services to function. The per- 
sonnel required for these corps separately are each one 
of them as strong as the entire Quartermaster Corps au- 
thorized by that ill. Furthermore, each one of those 
corps is in the hands of experts in their work developed 
by the war. The regular Quartermaster Corps is com- 
posed of officers who are not specialists in any one of 
those branches, «nd under that bill it would be literally 
impossible for the Army to function except by the 
abandonment of everything we learned in this war. Of 
course the Air Service is the most marked case. Before 
the war the Air Serviee was a little branch of the 
Signal Corps, having a handful of planes and a handful 
of badly trained men. We have in the proposed bill 
made the Air Service a fourth arm, on an equality with 
the Infantry, Cavalry and Field Artillery. If we revert 
to the old organization with the Signal Corps containing 
an aviation section, the whole Air Service would pass 


out of existence. It is a very serious matter and I 
wanted to impress it upon the committee as I did.” 


Utilization of Old Army Posts. 

Another correspondent called attention to a statement 
made by Secretary Baker in a magazine article that the 
time has now come when the frontier has disappeared 
and there is n-olonger any need for the frontier posts, 
and speaks of the necessity in the future of having ma- 
neuvers on a larger scale, divisions to operate as such. 
He then asked. “Could you tell us whether there are 
any plans now made for peace-time maneuvers?’ Gen- 
eral March said in reply: 

“The War Department scheme, which will be sub- 
mitted to Congress after the appropriation bills have 
been disposed of, provides for the retention of the per- 
manent National Army cantonments, so-called, which we 
have purchased or are about to purchase, as great ma- 
neuver grounds where divisions may be permanently 
stationed and where they will have room for the active 
exercise of those divisions under a permanent general 
and a permanent staff trained in command of their 
troops. The places will also be available for the Na- 
tional Guard when they are called out for their train- 
ing, and if any form of universal military training is 
adopted by Congress we will have these plants ready to 
take in the men who will be called in without any addi- 
tional expenditure of money. We will have the over- 
head trained officers and men who could give these young 
men universal military training in the most intensive 
way. That is a part of the generaT scheme. This plan 
provides military training, not compulsory service.” 

The foregoing statement as to there no longer being a 
need for frontier posts brought forth the question as to 
whether this meant “the abandonment of the old Indian 
posts in the West?’ General March gave the following 
answer fo this question: 

“The utilization of the posts that we haye all over 
the United States now is a problem which is entirely 
separate from this divisional cantonment scheme. We 
are going to do that if we can. A number of posts have 
been turned into hospitals, and for minor training of all 
kinds. The coast artillery forts, of course, are part 
of our permanent defenses of the seacoast and will re- 
main. The other posts will be utilized for some Govy- 
ernment purposes or sold and the proceeds converted 
into the general fund for military purposes under this 
scheme; but the Army will be centered around the idea 
of having always the larger units in actual training, so 
that when called upon at any time it will not be neces- 
sary to gather together little units from all over the 
country under the command of men who have never 
seen them, but these units will be filled up from peace 
strength to war strength by bringing in at the. bottom 
privates who have had military training and who are 
ready to step into the ranks on eall. 

“Q. The idea is to give each division the number of 
a famous division and endeavor to build up to the tradi- 
tions of that division?” 

“A. Precisely. The divisions have been given the 
numbers of divisions that have done conspicuous ser- 
vice in this war. We are going to endeavor to localize 
the divisions as much as possible, getting recruits from 
the section of the country in which the division is 
located.” 

“Q. Does the factor of competition enter into it? 
Will you endeavor to have one division compete against 
another?” 

“A. Possibly not. What we plan if this scheme is 
adopted is to have these divisions organized into five 
corps with the corps headquarters centrally located with 
reference to groups of five divisions; and sometime dur- 
ing the year will have the five divisions function under 
the. corps commander as a real corps if possible.” 

General March said the department had no news as 
to the withdrawal of the American troops at Arch- 

angel since the dispatch stating they were on the point 
of starting home. He also stated that Brig. Gen. George 
H. McManus would be in charge of the Port of De- 
barkation, Hoboken, N.J., during the absence of Gen- 
eral Shanks.

ADMIRAL SIMS OPENS WAR COLLEGE. 
Thirty Officers in New Class. 





The Naval War College was reopened informally on 
June 2, the occasion being marked by an address on the 
basic principles of the course of instruction at the col- 
lege by Rear Admiral William S. Sims, U.S.N., presi- 
dent of the college, who resumed his duties that were 
interrupted by the war, as were the classes. Address- 
ing the thirty officers comprising the new class, Admiral 
Sims said in part: 

“There has been wasted during this war a great deal 
of effort, much valuable material, and even many valua- 
ble lives because of the lack of training necessary to 
reach logical decisions based upon the well-known im- 
mutable principles of war. The constant prayer of those 
who bear great responsibility in-time of war is that 
they may be spared the results of tne decisions of the 
so-called practical officers who are ignorant of the art 
of war and who have not been trained to think straight— 
that is, who have not been trained to make a logical 
estimate of a situation. 

“It should be clearly understood that the college does 
not propose to establish a code by which naval warfare 
can be conducted. It dees not propose rules for meeting 
various situations. This would be wholly impossible 
because of the infinite variety in the character of the 
conditions and situations. Each problem must be dealt 
with on its merits, in accordance with certain general 
principles which it is the object of the college to develop 
and to teach. That is, the college aims to supply prin- 
ciples, not rules, and, by training, develop the habit of 
applying these priftiples logically, correctly and rap- 
idly to each situation that may arise. The college does 
not claim to show what should be done in particular 
cases, but hopes that the college training in the applica- 
tion of the principles of warfare to problems based upon 
modern conditions will enable you to reach acceptable 
solutions in any case that may arise. 

“As there sometimes arises the impression that the 
college is, or should be, the plan-making branch of the 
Navy, it may be well to repeat the explanation of its 
proper function that has been given by former presi- 
dents. It is true that the college could supply plans as 
required if it were provided with a special staff for this 
purpose many times larger than its present staff, but as 
the data essential for this work are necessarily continu- 
ously accumulating in the various branches of the Navy 
Department, it is manifest that such a planning sec- 
tion should not be located here. 


Limitations of the College. 


“It would be whollysimpossible for the teaching staff 
to undertake plan-making in addition to its own work. 
It is for this reason that the college does not assume, 
and cannot undertake, tive functions. 
Administration involves aie and the essential func- 
tion of the college is not action but training for action. 
While we cannot supply strategic plans required by the 
Navy Department we hope to supply officers who can 
formulate such plans. Similarly, we cannot supply 
tactical battle plans to fit all conditions that may arise 
in the fleet; but if the college course proves successful 
it will supply commanders in chief and fleet staff officers 
competent to prepare and carry out auch plans. If the” 
college should be required to do planning work it would 
cease to be a teaching institution and become a part of 
the General Staff, with the duty of supplying plans in- 
stead of officers trained to pre plans. 

“Some officers have admirable kipwieige and experi- 
ence, but fail in the quality of mili character. They 
are honest, loyal, zealous and devoted. They know the 
principles of warfare, but do not always exercise the 
will and self-control to apply them. They u 
the principle that in extensive tions work should 
be divided according to specialties and the head of each 
section given full responsibility and authority, but they 
do not apply it—hesitating te allow authority, even in 
minor matters, to pass out hands. subject 
will be taken up in due course. Its importance is due 
to the fact, often demonstrated, and particularly so in 
the Great War, that not infrequently officers of quite 
exceptional ability, knowledge, experience and energy 
failed to succeed because they did not or 
did not apply, the principles of military character.’ 

Admiral Sims also made some references to the im- 
portance of the submarine in warfare, pointing out - 
ticularly the value of the larger underwater craft, 
with a cruising radius of two or three months. For 
scouting purposes he considers such a craft a dangerous 
weapon against other types of scout vessels. He said 
destruction of enemy submarines in the war was most 
effective by Allied submarines, England especially be- 
ing successful in this way. 


DEMOBILIZATION SYSTEM AT CAMP LEWIS. 
The rapidity and smoothness with which the system 


of discharging soldiers from the Army works at Camp 
Lewis, Wash., was the subject of a long letter in a re- 





‘eent issue of the Seattle Times written by a man who 


had undergone the process of being changed from a sol- 
dier to a civilian in less than twelve hours. The letter 
was written by this former soldier as a reply to state- 
ments he had read as to “the fabulous speed with which 
eastern demobilization camps are turning out men re- 
ceived at those camps from overseas for di .”’ The 
writer states that his unit arrived at Camp wis at 
ten o'clock in the evening and instead of finding the 
machinery for discharging men at rest it was working 
up to the limit as the writer passed through two of the 
steps of his discharge between the time of his arrival 
and midnight. At eight o'clock the following morning 
the demobilization machinery began operating again and 
before noon the writer and his comrades were all leaving 
the camp for the railway station in Motor Transport 
Corps trucks, civilians once more. He ends his letter 
with high praise for the system at Camp Lewis and 
for the two officers primarily responsible for its ecrea- 
tion and direction. 

The entire personnel consists of about forty officers, 
perhaps thirty field clerks, and not more than seventy- 
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five or eighty enlisted men. Their organization was a 
comparatively new one. Within the past few months it 
has been developed under the direct supervision of the 
commander of the 166th Depot Brigade, Col. P. J. Hen- 
nessey, and his corps of assistants, working wnder the 
ehief executive offieer of the diseharge center, Majer R. 
M. Martin.

THE ARMY AND TRAINING OPPORTUNTTIES. 
To tus Evrror or THe ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The new methods of advertising for reeruits are to 
lay considerable educational values ob- 
tained by entering the Army. Are such opportunities 
te be real or a delusion? Circulars speak of the num- 
ber of different trades which can be learned in Army 
life. Tt is true that work of these different trades is 
carried on, but it is also true that the great majority 
ef enlisted men do not- have a ehance to learn anything 
worth while in them. The actual work in such trades 
is dene by only a comparatively few men, known as en- 
listed specialists or a similar designation. Voeational 
training will be of no use unless carried out methodically 
along the methods of the ¥.M.C.A. At small posts 
schools, have often been established for teaching stenog- 
raphy. steam engineering, electricity, amd two er three 
other subjects, supposed to be cenduected in addition to 
all other duties by the four or five officers at the post. 
It is absurd te expect an Army officer to be an expert in 
everything, and results from such methods are poor. 

Results would be far better if at the small posts there 
was only one subject for vocational training. Obtain the 
best teachers possible, civilian if necessary. When men 
are recruited, have them choose a subject they wish to 
pursae, then assign men to posts where such subjects are 
taught. lostead of having a half dozen different sub- 
jeets with only two or three men in each e¢lass at a 
small post, there would be only one subject, which all 
men at that post wanted te take. Full equipment should 
be supplied to make the course worth something. It 
should be arranged with regard to its future value to 
the men in civil life more than to agree with the Army 
reutine and metheds. 

Officers should be given the silme opportunity for edu- 
cation. At present broader training or education is 
limited to a few schools; there are also certain posts 
where an officer has wide opportunities. Outsifle of these 
ehances, a large number of posts only offer a certain 
reutine of drills and studies, the same practically year 
aft@ year, and wnder which an officer cannet help but 
get into a rut. Every officer is entitled te the higher 
training possible to enable him to get the most eut of 
his men and material when war comes. It should not be 
limited to a few schools. Centers of higher military in- 
struction and more ef them should be instituted and 
officers sent to them whenever possible, se far as time 
available will allow. There are every year periods 
when officers could take such courses. The result should 
be all officers would. after a few years, make a better 
all-round traimed bedy, and their full interest would be 
kept active.\ Under present conditions officers often 
stagnate at small pests, or are left at routine duties for 
years, only a minority receiving the higher training and 
instruction. Officers or mén should not be left for 
years at any post where, due to their situation, they 
get practically out of touch with everything that will 
keep them progressing in interest and knowledge. 

The Army cannot keep to itself. Modern war requires 
the greatest efficiency possible in everything. The Army 
and civil life should meet in work: Army offieers and 
enlisted men should be detailed for duty with snecessful 
civilian concerns, in order to learn their metheds and 
apply them in the Army. Competition compels eivilian 
concerns to adopt the most efficient methods. This keen 
competition is net present in the Army or any Gevern- 
ment unit. Thus antiquated, inefficient methods per- 
sist, as there is nothing to cause a ehange. For exam- 
ple, a man in the Signal Corps should go to the big 
telephone companies for a detail, men in the Ordwance 
Department te big steel concerns, ete.. men in the 
Quartermaster Corps to railroads, etc. No doubt the 
War Department could arrange intensive courses with 
these concerns. It would be highly advantageous in 
war time te have common methods in use in both Army 
and civil life, for in wars now the Army is not a sepa- 
rate unit; it is the nation, and it must be as broad as 
the nation. Similarly, officers should be detailed for 
juty with other branches of the Army long enough toe 
appreciate the difficulties and use of these branches, in- 
stead of having theoretical or book knowledge of them. 
This would make a united Army with all branches in 
harmony. 
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THE RETIRED OFFICERS. 
To tue Epitor or THE ARMY AND Navy JowuRNAL: 

From time to time letters appear advocating some 
reeognition at the hands of Congress of the services of 
retired officers during the present war. They all agree 
that we are entitled to it and ought to have it. Some- 
times it ts viewed as only a personal matter and treated 
in this way instead of being a group affair interesting 
many: officers ef this class. Instead of individuals work- 
ing for their own personal advancement, would it not 
be well for all to pull together in order to secure for 
all the benefits earh one desires for himself. By econ- 
centrated effort it may be possible for us to secure the 
passage of a law giving some measure of reward for 

vice faithfully performed as has been done hereto- 
) in cases that will sugyest thedselves to many. 

Personally I would favor the insertion in the next 
Army bill of a proviso or clause like this: “That every 
retired officer below the rank of brigadier general who 
served on active duty by direction of the President in 
the existing emergeney for six months or more’ and has 
net been promoted while sO serving shall be promoted 
one grade upon the retired list of the Army.” In order 
to secure the enactment of such a law it will be neces- 
sary to get together and pull together and not waste 
efforts in a vain endeavor to have a lot of private bills 
introduced. 

We have seen our contemporaries who had the good 
fortune to go abroad promoted to very high rank and 
many of those who remained in this country given dis- 
tinguished service medals for doing their duty in this 
country. We rejoice “at their good fortune: but while 
we do so is it not rather hard to feel that we receive 
no credit for doing our part in the sphere in which we 
were placed? Is not our work as meritorious as that 
of other oflicers who got medals for organizing and train- 
ing troops, commanding posts, etc.? Most of the offi- 





eers whe got these rewards were active officers. Why 
should net they be likewise given te the retired officers?

WAR SERVICE AND HIGHER RETIRED RANK. 


Teo Tre Eprror or tar ARMY AND Navy JourNar: 
The question of rewards for war service is a matter 
ef very vital interest to all in the miiitary and naval 
Services, and which, in one form or another, will eome 
up from time to time until something is really accom- 
plished. 4 feel it well to start discussion now, along 
lines caleulated to do justice to all, in order that less 
may be proposed will receive an 
well v-eeognizes that those 


whe have been sent “over there” were merely more for- 
tunate than those left behind te drudge at home, in 
equally necessary work. Many who failed te receive 
rewards have earned them, many times over. 

Let's get started right and squarely and justly on the 
great question which will surely front us new. 1 suggest 
the following to Congress, for inclusion in an appro- 
priate bill: 

Provided, ete., That any officer of the Army, Navy or Marine 
Corps whe has served for thirty years in the Regular or Volun- 
teer forces of the U.S. in the Army, Navy of Marine Corps, 
and who served honorably with the U.S. or Allied forces im 
the war with Germany and the Central European Powers of 
1917-1919 shall, on his own written-application, be by the 
President placed on the retired list of the Serviee te which 
he belongs at date of retirement, with an advance in rank of 
one grade over the rank actually held at date of retirement. 
And further previded: 

That officers hereafter commissioned, and who served in any 
capacity in the military or naval forces of the U.S. during 
the war above referred to, shall, for purposes of retirement only, 
be credited with a constructive service of two years, from 
cate wf entry into the Service in which commissioned. And 
further provided 

That al) officers retired under the provisiens of this act shall 
be extra numbers on the Limited Retired List of the Service 
to which they belong at date of retirement 

Further provision should probably be made that un- 
der this act po retirement should be made which would 
retire any officer with rank above that of brigadier gen- 
eral. The act authorizing the retirement of efficers whe 
served on the Isthmus duripg the building of the Pan- 
ama Canal furnishes precedent for this. Duty per- 
formed in this war, whether at home or abroad, is far 
more worthy of recognition. Any legislation which fails 
to recegnize the workers who served at home, through 
no fault of their own, would be most unjust, and would 
be doomed to failure. The more fortunate ones whe 
reached the front have the advantage of ripe experience 
gained there. Others, still more fortunate, gained pro- 
motion. These officers having already reaped reward 
have no superior claim to further rewards over that 
given their less fortunate brother officers who toiled and 
slaved, night and day, always with hope in the ascend- 
ent, but never actually realized. 

Many senior officers could afford to retire, with rest 
well-earned; and these would give prometion for 
younger, more energetic men; further, there would be 
additional vacancies created for the many National 
Guard and National Army officers who acquitted them- 
selves ereditably and who aspire to commissions in the 
Regular Services.

During the organization period of Na- 
tional Army divisions regimental commanders were con- 
fronted with a serious situation. ‘Their commissioned 
personnel generally consisting of a lieutenant colonel, 
two majors (captain or first lieutenant, Regular Army) 
and about one hundred captains and lieutenants fresh 
from the officers’ training camps; good officers in the 
making, but seriously lacking in training. Before regi- 
mental commanders were acquainted with their officers 
they would have a consignment of 1,000 reernits thrown 
at them; within ten days another 1,000, and ten days 
later another They had to get their officers and men 
properly trained, and in short order, as time was lim- 
ited. Many a regimental commander cultivated gray 
hairs and burned midnight oil trying to figure out how 
it conld be done. It took the newly appointed majors 
all their time trying to fathom our the proper manner 
of writing up an operation order without leaving out 
some paragraph which would result in losing the war: 
mastering the intricacies of liaison, and reading the 
various pamphlets received at about the rate of three a 
day which battalion commanders were expected to know 
backwards. The elusive “buck” generally found a rest- 
ing place when it ran into a battalion commander. 

Se when the regimental commander, going over his 
officers’ roster, would come across some former non- 
commissioned officer he would say to himself, “That is 
just the man I want. He may not have the education 
of these young fellows just out of school, but just now 
he is invaluable.” 

Now here is where the temporary began to work. He 
knew paper work, therefore the organizing of the or- 
derly rooms fell upon him. He knew drill, so he was 
kept busy during drill hours. At night he would hold 
non-commissioned officers’ school; and it is hefe that I 
believe the temporary officers rendered their best sere 
vice to the Government, Our drafted men were intelli- 
gent and eager to learn; they had confidence in these 
former nor-commissioned officers and were willing listen- 
ers. I believe the non-coms. ef our National Army were 
the best soldiers that ever went into battle Regimens 
tal commanders were proud of them. I also believe that 
their efficiency was the result of first-hand training 
from men who knew the practical side of the game, 
then applying their own common sense.

He made 
several stops en route. His eastern flight, with the ben- 
efit of a western wind; was made in nineteen hours and 
fifteen minutes flying time. He used a DeHaviland-4 
plane with a Liberty motor. 

Capt. Roy N. Francis, Air Service, U.S.A., 
attempting the one-stop trans-continental flight from 
Mineola to San Francisco, is one of the feremost in- 
structors of fliers in the United States. At Kelly Field, 
Texas, during the period of hostilities Captain Francis 
taught and trained more than 1,500 men who qualified 
as military aviators, a greater number than any other 
American instructor so far as known, and probably 
more than any one foreign instructor. Since the armis- 
tice he has been performing regular fiying duty and has 
taken on short flights groups of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives. Captain Francis did all that was humanly 
possible to have the War Department assign him to 
foreign service as a pilot, but his ability as an in- 
structor was regarded as so valuable that he was dis- 
appointed in his ambition to fight the enemy in the air.

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NC4 LANDS AT PLYMOUTH. 


Lieut. Comdr. A. C. Read, U.S.N., and his crew of 
five officers and enlisted men of the Navy completed the 
air voyage to Plymouth, England, from Rockaway Beach, 
Long Island, N.Y., by way of Newfoundland and the 
Azores and Lisbon, Portugal, in the seaplane NC-4 on 
May 31, when they arrived at the English seaport at 
2:24 e'clock im the afternoon. The actual flying time 
from Lisbon was eleven hours. and thirty-six minutes, 


and the distance covered was 775 nautical miles. This 
completed the most remarkable feat in aerial history, 
the full distance flown from Rockaway Beach to Ply- 
mouth being 3,925 miles, the actual time in the air 
being fifty-two hours and one minnte, The start from 
Rockaway took place on May 8. The flight from the 
Portuguese capital to the English coast was not without 
delay, the NC-4 having been obliged to descend at the 
Mondego river, Portugal, after leaving Lisbon, because 
of a leak in the port engine. The big ship resumed her 
flight after a delay of six hours and seventeen minutes, 
and proceeded to Ferrol, where a landing was made and 
the voyage continued on the following morning. 

The airship’s entry into the harbor of Plymouth 
was described as “magnificent.” Rear Admiral Charles 
P. Plunkett, U.S.N., and members of his staff were on 
the flagship Rochester anxiously awaiting the coming of 
Commander Read and his gallant crew. As soon as the 
wireless told of the coming of the seaplane three flying 
boats, under command of Squadron Comdr. R. H. Ker- 
shaw, set out to meet the NC-4 and escort her into port. 
British naval and also military men gathered on the 
U.S.S. Rochester to witness the coming of the seaplane, 
among them Admiral Sir Cecil Thursby, R.N., com- 
mander-in-chief of the naval station; Admiral Sir A. J. 
Henniker Hugban, dockyard admiral; General Lane, of 
the British army; Mayor Brown, of Plymouth, and 
other notables. Many ships were decorated with flags 
in honor of the occasion, some of the naval vessels being 
dressed “over the tops.”

EXAMINATION AND CLASSIFICATION OF EMERGENCY 
OFFICERS 
Cir. 270, May 23, 1919, War Dept. 

1. Instructions heretofore issued required that all applica- 
tions for examination for appeintment in the permanent stab 
lishment, from officers in the United States, reach the War 
Department by April 25, 1919. These instructions were neces 
sary to accomplish preparation of a list of class three offi sers, 
but are not to be construed as terminating the class fica- 
tion of officers. The examination, classification and forwarding 
of applications to the War Department will be continued in 
aceerdance with existing instructions 

2. Numerous letters and telegrams reaching the War Depart- 
ment inquiring whether or not certain officers are in class three 
indicate that Pag. 2 of Cir, No. 86, War Dept., 1919, has 
not been fully complied with. Also numerous requests by ap- 
plicapts for imformation indicate that officers ere not being 
notified of the decision arrived at under Par. 4 of Cir. No. 86 
War Dept, 1919, as to claesification im fieir cases. The 
above instructions will be strictly complied with hereafter; 
also all officers will be notified of their classification by the 
officer who, under Par. 4, Cir. No. 86, has authority to make 
final decision as to classification 

3. In many cases officers returning from overseas or being 
discharged from hospital treatment claim to have been eéx- 
amined and classified as class three while serving im the Ameri- 
can Expetlitionary force. The certificate of the officer that be 
has ‘been so examined and classified may be accepted as tenta 
tively placing him in class three. A copy of the certificate 
will ‘be forwarded to The Adjutamt Generali of the Army with 
request for verification, ‘the officer in the mean time being 
subject to assignment and transfer. 

4. Attention is directed to the fact that the retention of au 
officer in ciass three is not contemplated should he at any time 


appear to be unfit for retention in that class All command- 
ing officers are directed to have class three officers kept under 
close observation and to cause ré@classification in those ases 


where unfitness is established Whenever practicable, such 
reclassification will be based upon recommendation of a board 
of officers in the same manner as an original classification 

>. An officer who has been examined by a board of officers 
and as a result of such examination excluded from class three, 
will not be reexamined unless new matter of material im 
portance not available in his original examination can be 
presented, or for other reason the officer did not receive a fair 
and conclusive examination Final action on such requests will 
be taken by the officer having authority to dischargc Officers 
who are unclassified or who have been placed in class one and 
lass two on their own request without action by a board of 
officers may make application at any time prior to discharge 
and will be examined aud classified 

6. Officers who have been jdaced in class three and who have 
voluntarily withdrawn therefrom will not be reinstated in that 
class and are available for discharge as oflicers of class one or

ReaL PurRPOsE OF UNIVERSAL MiuiTary TRAINING. 
Discussing the question of universal training, the 
Kansas City Times says, in part: “The training plan 
Mr. Baker is said to have worked out is largely of an 
academic and yocational nature, with the military part 
subordinated. Nobody will quarrel with any plan that 
recognize? an opportunity to advance academic or voca- 
tional training in the United States. But if the country 
is not afraid to look what it is doing in the face, it 
must recognize that the necessity and the purpose of the 
preparedness policy is to teach the citizenship of Amer- 
ica to take care of itself in war. That purpose must 
not be subordinated to any ether. But above all let it 
be understood that it is not necessary to call universal 
military training by any other than its right name, or 
to indicate any other purpose of ® than the right onc.”

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OUR OFFICERS AND A LITTLE ARMY 

The chief proponents and advocates of the plan to 
have a Regular Army of 100,000 men “and a system of 
universal military training,” Representative Kahn and 
Senator New, are doing nothing to further that idea in 
Congress nor as the time passes are they throwing any 
more light on the detuils of such a Military Establish- 
ment. But they have, at least, set people to thinking 
about what such an Army would mean to the present 
commissioned personnel and to the members of the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps who have made application for 
appointment in the Regular Army. This reaction was 
to be noted at the hearing of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs on May 31, when at different times 
during the session two members of the committee asked 
the question as to what, given we had a Regular Army 
of 100,000 men, was to become of the officers who would 
not be needed for such an enlisted strength? And a 
correspondent writes us to ask: “If Congress decides te 
reduce the Regular Army to 100,000 what disposition 
will be made of the surplus officers commissioned in the 
Permanent Establishment since war was declared? Will 


the surplus officers be needed if we have universal train- 
ing in addition to a Regular Army of 100,000?” 

If either Representative Kahn or Senator New has 
thought of the answers to these questions they have given 


no indication of it in anything they have said for pub- 
lication. Yet the problem is one of the gravest inter- 
est for the commissioned personnel of the Regular Army 
and for the members of the Officers’ Reserve Corps who 
have made formal application to be appointed to the 
Regular Establishment. On April 6, 1917, we had 
5,791 officers and 121,797 enlisted men in the Regular 
Army. By June 27, 1918, a year after the first unit 
of our Army landed in France, we had 11,365 officers 
f and 514,376 enlisted men in the Regular Army. On 
May 1, 1919, the authorized commissioned personnel 
strength, exclusive of the Philippine Scouts, was 12,263. 
Since we have that many officers in the Regular Army 
and on May 24 General March stated that 22,505 mem- 
bers of the Officers’ Reserve Corps had made applica- 


tion for appointment in the Regular Army it is clearly 
apparent that for the first time in the history of the 
country we have more than enough officers to supply 
the needs of our land forces. 


From the advocates of the “little Army” plan we 
have no information as to what disposition is to be 
made of the officers who would of necessity be surplus 
if our standing Army was only 100,000 men. Clearly 
this would require approximately less than 5,000 com- 
missioned officers. Yet we have fully three times as 
many as this in the Regular Establishment, with 22,505 
members of the O.R.C. anxious to become officers of the 
Regular Army. Even putting these aside—a poor re- 
ward indeed for the work they did in the war to fit 
them for such commissions—what is to become of the 
approximately 10,000 officers for whom there would be 
no place on the active list if we went back t Regu- 
lar Army of 100,000 men? Do the advocates of the 
little Army plan seriously consider any such plan as 
this? It is unthinkable. Yet what other inference ig 
to be drawn from the complete lack of any other solu- 


tion we have from them in this matter. 

The War Department, which is always charged with 
lack of forethought, has a definite plan for employing 
our officers, not only those in the Regular Estab! 
but nearly one-half of the members ef the O.R.C. who 
are desirious of continuing the career they entered dur- 


shment 


ing the war, of being officers of the Regular Army. The 
commissioned personnel of the Army of 509,909 men 
asked for by the War Department for the next fiscal 
year is approximately 28,000. That the General Staff 
realizes we need more officers in proportion in an Army 


of to-day than what was thought sufficient a year ago is 
shown by the fact that in June, 1918, we only had 
11,365 Regular officers to an enlisted strength of 514,376 
men. General March laid emphasis on this point in his 
interview with the Washington correspondents on May 
31, when he stated that “if the Army were to revert to 
the organization prescribed in the National Defense 
Act . « « it would be literally impossible for the 
Army to function except by the abandonment of évery- 
thing we learned in this war.” And the National De- 
fense Act, as General March reminded the correspond- 
ents, provided for a peace strength of 230,000 men in- 
cluding those of the staff corps. If the Army could not 
function with a strength of 230,000 men, what kind of 
a military cripple would it become with only 100,600 
men? 

If members of Congress are holding to the idea that 
the military spirit bas become so strong in the United 
States as to make a Regular Army of a size proportion- 
ate to the enormous population of this country unneces- 
sary we fear they are due for a disappointment. It is

significant, in this relation, that up to May 31 only 400 
members’ of the Reserve Officers’ Training»Corps had 
applied for registration at the summer training camp to 
be conducted at Camp Devens for the New England 
district. The Army officers detailed for training duty 
at that camp had expected a registration of not less 
than 1,500; and the fact that only one-quarter of this 
number have applied for registration thus far indicates 
that the interest of our youth in military matters is on 
the wane. If the great Military Establishment built 
up as the result of our participation is not to be prac- 
tically scrapped Congress should give us the temporary 
Army of 28,000 officers and 509,909 men.

UNOFFICIAL “VICTORY” RIBBONS. 

The War Department News 
June 4, announces that the department authorizes pub- 
lication of the following information from the General 
Staff on the subject of unofficial “Victory” ribbons, also

noted in our issue of May 31, page 1361: 

Attention is called to the fact that unofficial ‘Victory’ rib- 
bons now being sold are not correct reproductions of the double 
rainbow, @ sample of which has been received by the General 
Staff from the American Expeditionary Force. The ribbons 
offered for sale consist of five or six distinct colors in stripes 
with well marked edges between the stripes. Some of them 
are of watered silk, but most of them are not. Very few of 
them have the white thread on the edge as required in the 
oficial specifications. 

“The real Victory ribbon, which will eventually be supplied 
to all officers and men who took part in the war, contains all 
the prismatic colors from violet to red, each color flowing 
into the next one through al] the shades, so that there is 
po marked distinction between adjacent colofs. The oflicial 
ribbon is of watered silk and has a white thread on each 
ecge 

So far the ribbon has not been reproduced correctly in 
this country, owing to difficulties of manufacture, and it is 
believed that prospective purchasers, who are qualified to wear 
the ribbon, should examine the ribbons effered for sale with 
care before buying. Officers and men who are returning 
from France are wearing the correct ribbon, which they pro- 
cured overseas, 

“A bill now before Congress, if passed, will make it unlaw- 
ful to wear any official decoration, medal, button, etc., awarded 
by the War Department except when authorized. Manufac- 
turers who sell duplicates of official decorations to persons 
unauthorized to wear them render the purchasers liable to 
fine and imprisonment, under the prospective bill.” 


There has been much discussion of the wearing of 
the “Victory” ribbons and of the action of insignia 
makers in offering for sale unofficial ribbons intended to 
represent it, and it is perhaps of interest to review the 
matter. The War Department apparently is in the po- 
sition of having authorized the wearing of a ribbon 
which it is as yet unable to supply, and which has not 
been prescribed as to the detail of its design in any 
official order as yet made public that we have seen. G. 
©. 48, April 9, 1919, War Dept., made public in the 
week of April 26, prescribed: 

“4. A bronze star, 3-16 inch in diameter, will be placed on 
the service ribbon for each battle clasp awarded. a ghd 

Pending the procurement and issue of the Victory Medal, 
organization commanders are authorized to permit those serving 


under them to wear the service ribbon, and stars to which they 
are entited as shown by their records.” 


Gen. Peyton ©. March, Chief of Staff, in his inter- 
view of April 12, spoke of the Victory medal, saying 
that general specifications for its design had been agreed 
upon by the United States and the Allied nations, the 
details to be worked out by each nation for itself; and 
that the matter had been turned over to the National 
Arts Commission to design the American face of the 
medal. The general design is as follows: “A winged 
Victory on the obverse and on the reverse the inscrip- 
tion “The Great War for Civilization, and the names 
and arms of the different Allied and associated nations.” 

As to the ribbon he said: “The Victory ribbon will 
be identical for all the nations and will be a double 
rainbow placed with red in the middle. . . . As it 
will take some little time to develop the medal itself 
the ribbon will be awarded just as fast as it can-be 
procured. We expect to be able to start furnishing the 
ribbon in a relatively short time.” 

It was announced as noted in our issue of May 10 
that the Victory medal ribbon had been received at the 
War Department from the Interallied Commission in 
Paris, The sample, it was stated, had been sent to rib- 
bon manufacturers in this country for production. The 
Victory medal design had not yet been submitted to the 
War Department by the American artists who will fur- 
nish the details of the design of the medal. 

The War Department, as noted in our issue of May 
31, announced that at that time none of the Victory 
ribbons had been properly manufactured on account of 
the difficulty of obtaining the proper kind of watered 
silk necessary for the successful manufacture of the 
ribbon. 
ors of the rainbow blending one into the other, while 
the copies consist of only fiye distinct colors. After the 
manufacturers have obtained the proper kind of ma- 
terial there will be no difficulty in preducing the au- 
thorized ribbon, it was added. 

The War Department emphasizes this in its statement 
of June 4, noted above. Its objection apparently is 
not to the production of the Victory ribbon by private 
concerns, but to reproductions that do not exactly fol- 
low the official sample, Its advice, which we empha- 
size, is that “prospective purchasers, who are qualified 
to wear the ribbon, should examine the ribbons offered 
for sale with care before buying.” It goes without say- 
ing that this or any other insignia should never be 
worn by anyone not authorized to wear it, or except as 
prescribed. For those in the Service to do so is con- 
trary to regulations. 
where not restrained by already existing law, should 
have too much respect for the Service and for themselves 
to cheapen its awards of honor by their unauthorized 
Wearing. ‘

point of the manufacturers of insignia, as indicated by 
a letter from a large manufacturer which we receive in 
comment on a complaint from an officer. He says in 
part: 

“The ribbon to which the lieutenant justly refers as 
a ‘cheap imitation’ is a dyed ribbon of inferior quality 
which has been rather widely sold to boys about to be 
discharged and who wanted a ribbon to wear home. 
This painted ribbon is most emphatically not mine and 
I have never sold one inch of it, although I could easily 
have done so. All day long, in handling our retail trade, 
we are continually advising the officers and men what 
is and what is not official; and there is not one of the 
thousands who have come Here who could truthfully 
say that we had misrepresented anything to them. We 
tell them over and over that the narrow stripes of red, 
white and blue are simply the colors of the Allies and 
the ribbon is not a service ribbon. In some cases they 
are influenced against wearing it. but in more cases 
they buy them singly, or mounted in combination with 
others, in spite of my advice to the contrary. Not only 
the enlisted men, but the officers, take things into their 
own hands, so to speak, in the matter of wearing rib- 
bons. For instafice, a captain came here one day and 
requested price on double bars for his whole company. 
He wished the ribbons commonly called ‘Allies’ and 
‘overseas,’ and I at once told him that neither one was 
official. His reply was that he did not care. He said: 
‘My boys are all going home to-morrow to parade in 
their home town and I want them to have all the colors 
they can wear because they deserve them.’ This was 
before the Victory Medal ribbon was available, and I 
suppose the captains felt, and not altogether without 
reason, that it was a pity for their boys to go home 
without a single servicé ribbon to represent their colos- 
sal service to the world. I hope you know my aim is 
to run my business along thoroughly legitimate lines.”

DISPOSAL OF SURPLUS SUPPLIES. 
Motor Car Sale Postponed. 

Delays incident to the inventorying of the stock of 
surplus motor equipment unsuitable for Government use 
will necessitate postponement until after June 15 of 
public auctions of used passenger and commercial cars 
which had been announced for June 1. While the #im- 
ber of cars and trucks which will be auctioned is small, 
the fact that they ere a part of the equipment of the 
numerous Army posts and canips scattered throughout 
the country has delayed the compiling of inventories 
longer than the Motor Transport Corps had expected. 
The date sought, however, is now sufficiently complete 
to permit the department to hold the sales, after adver- 
tising them, during the latter part of,June. The auc- 
tions will be held at various Army posts and camps at 
which the surplus equipment will be concentrated. As 
previously announced, the major portion of all present 
surplus motor vehicles held by the War Department is 
being transferred to other government agencies; only a 
limited number of used cars and trucks of miscellaneous 
makes or types not adaptable for government use will be 
offered to the public. 

Army's Blue Denim to be Sold. 

An informal arrangement has been made through the 
Director of Sales with the Cotton Textile Association of 
New York and the International Association of Gar- 
ment Manufacturers in accordance with which those or- 
ganizations, acting as agents of the War Department, 
will dispose of any surplus of its stock of blue denim, at 
the current market price. The associations will market 
the fabric without compensation. The blue denim was 
acquired for the making of overalls required by the 
Army and was purchased at prices fixed by the War In- 
dustries Board which ranged from twenty-nine cents to 
thirty-four and one-half cents per yard. The prices 
which the Government will receive will range from 
twenty to twenty-eight and one-half cents. The War 
Department will allow a discount of three per cent. for 
cash payment before delivery, shipping the goods f.o.b. 
cars location. The Director of Sales has approved the 
sale of the entire present surplus of blue denim, con- 
sisting of approximately 5,000,000 yards, acquired by 
the Government at a cost of approximately $1,500,000. 

Inviting Bids-for Surplus Meats. 

The Director of Sales of the War Department is 
sending letters to about 1,200 of the larger state and 
municipal hospitals, asylums, homes for the indigent, and 
charitable and penal institutions of the United States, 
inviting bids on the large quantity of surplus canned and 
cured meats held by the department. The department 
has no facilities for disposing of its surplus foodstuffs 
in retail quantities. While it is the desire of the War 
Department to dispose of all of its surplus foodstuffs in 
the United States, not being equipped to conduct a re- 
tail business it must seek purchasers who can buy in 
large quantities. During the week ending May 31 the 
Director of Sales~-has been in communication with the 
Salvation Army, the purchasing boards of New York 
city. Charles A. Mosher, representing the State Hos- 
pital Board of New York, has opened negotiations for 
the purchase of a portion of these canned meats, 
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Cor ux Navy PERSONNEL ORDERED. 

The effect.of the purpose.of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs to cut deep.into Navy appropriations was 
apparent to the officers of the Navy in the following 
order for cutting down the enlisted personnel issued by 
Secretary Daniels on June 4: “A further immediate re- 
duction of personnel on shore must be effected. The 
commissioned and enlisted force in the nava? districts, 
especially the force at all district headquarters, must 
be reduced. Too many men, exclusive of those under- 
going training or at trade sebools, are assigned to duty 
at training stations, The enlisted force on duty in navy 
yards and stations and at the Navy Department is too 


large. The total enlisted force of the Navy and Reserve 


must be cut to at least 250,000 men for afl purposes by 
July 1 and to a lower figure if possible. Reduction of 
personnel performing radio duty on shore and of officers 
and men not necessary for the care of sick in hospitals 
must be made. The greater part of the reduction in 
personnel is to come from shore stations first so the 
efficiency of the fleet will not be impaired and later by 
releasing men on sea duty wherever possible. It is 
directed that all officers afloat and ashore take steps to 
give immediate co-operation.”

NATIONAL GUARD SUPPLEMENTAL ESTIMATES, 

In submitting supplemental estimates of appropria- 
tions, in the sum of $64,655,058.34, required for the 
Military Establishment and National Guard for the . 
fiscal year 1920 the Secretary of War makes the follow- 
ing explanation of the reasons for submitting this esti- 


mate: “The original estimates were prepared in Septem- ° 


ber, 1918, prior to the signing of the armistice, and, as 
neither the conditions nor the military program which 
would exist on July 1, 1919, could at that time be antici- 
pated, were based only upon a tentative supposition as 
to the extent to which new National Guard organiza- 
tions would be formed in the States during war condi- 
tions if such conditions continued. During the hearings 
before the House Committee on Appropriations, how- 
ever, which were held after the signing of the armistice, 
a tentative plan developed upon the changed conditions 
and the probable termination of the war, under which 
plan detailed estimates were prepared and submitted, 
based upon the ultimate formation of sixteen divisions 
of National Guard and upon the maximum limit of 800 
enlisted men per Senator and Representative as pro- 
vided by Section 62 of the National Defense Act. The 
Army Appropriation bill for 1920, in the status which it 
occupied when Congress adjourned on March 4, 1919, , 
without enacting it into law, contained proposed pro- 
vision for the National Guard, but the various items of 
the detailed estimates last above referred to were re- 
duced by the general application of a one-fourth ratio 
to the estimates, presumably upon the theory that the 
minimum of 200 men per Senator and Representative 
in Congress would be the probable average strength of 
the anticipated National Guard in each state during 
1920. Assuming that, during the fiscal year 1920, the 
actual strength may not exceed 200 per Senator and 
Representative, although a greater strength is passible, 
a careful study of the proposed appropriations indi- 
cates that the general and rigid application of a one- 
fourth ratio of the estimates for 800 men as compared 
with the requirements for 200 men, is not practically 
applicable in view of the number of overhead expenses 
which are about the same irrespective of the strength 
of the organizations, and the supplemental estimates are, 
accordingly submitted to cover these differences.”

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AmeEgicaAN Troops Leave Russia. mociiiia? 
Carrying out the promise made to Congress at the 
last session of the 65th Congress that the American 
troops in the Archangel sector of Northern Russia 
would begin to move homeward in June, six companies 
of the 339th Infantry embarked on board a troop trans- 
port on Jane 3-bound for the United States by way’ of 
Brest.

Disposing of Surplus Materials. 


When Secretary Baker appeared again on June 3 he 
urged the committee to include in the appropriation bill 
the sum of $1,000,000 under the item “Contingencies 
of the Army” for the purpose of furnishing mecessary 
funds for the support of the Liquidation Comntission in 
France, the Department of Sales in the War Depart- 
ment, and expenses incident to the activities of Chester 
W. Cuthell, Mr. Baker's assistant in matters pertaining 
to the disposal of War Department supplies. The De- 
partment of Sales he expects will cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $250,000 per annum, and already has sold some 
$300,000,000 worth of property. 

General Black again appeared to complete estimates 
submitted by the Corps of Engineers. After explain- 
ing one or two minor items the Chief of Engineers was 
followed by Col. Edwin P. Wolfe, M.C., who told the 
committee that the appropriation asked by the Medical 
Department was more than $3,000,000 less than the 
amount carried in the House bill. following the an- 
nouncement of the first item, $100,000 for artificial 
limbs, a discussion arose as to the number of such 
limbs needed and the policy in providing them. Colonel 
Wolfe said that temporary limbs, good for use from be- 
tween three and fifteen years, are furnished at the hos- 
pitals where the men are kept until the stumps are 
hardened so that the appliances can be attached and 
until the men are taught to use them. They are then 
allowed to apply for permanent limbs from the War 
Risk Insurance Bureau. 

Needs of the Medical Deparment. 

Mr. Anthony questioned Colonel Wolfe concerning 
the policy followed in disc! ‘ug patients from the 
Army. .“The policy of the iedical Corps,” the officer 
explained,.“is to keep the mn untib.they. have received 
the. maximum benefit from Army treatment. They may 
not then be entirely well but before we discharge them 
we are satisfied that they cannot be bettered any by fur 
ther. treatment.”

Major Gen. Merritte W. Ircla a, Surgeon General 
of -the Army. urged the adoption o° the Walter Reed 
Hospital project.

the Medical Department.” be sad. “to batld a first 
class hospital: system at Walter Reed. The buildings 
now thee served their purpose admirably during the 


war, but they are of temporary construction and will 
eventually have to be selvag.d. It i: cur plan to take 
care of all special cases im the Mast at Walter Reed 
Hospital. For this purpese we will bave to have per- 
manent buildings. In addition. we want all Medical 
Corps activities around Washington to be located at 
Walter. Reed Hospital. The Army Med'ca!l Sehool, 
the Library of the Surgeon General's office, the. Army 
Medical Library. in many respects the best in the world, 
and the Army Medical Museunr are all.in buildings on 
the Mal! that have been condemned by the Fine Arts 
Commission as being only partially fireproof. The Real 
Estate Department has told us we can acquire twenty- 
five acres of land there for $350,000, and that is the 
sum we wish you to appropriate for this purpose.” 

Mr. McKenzie of the committee said he was very 
favorably inclined to this project, but the United States 
will have enormous: obligations and raising money to 
meet them will be one of the gravest problems for Con- 
gress to solve. Mr. Kahn said: “You are asking 
$3,500,000 less than we granted yeu in the last’ House 
bill, and now you feel*as though you might consistently 
ask us for this item of $350,000?" General Ireland 
agreed that this was his feeling. The total amount 
asked by the Medical Corps is $6,867,.449.20 as against 
$10,090,000 carried in the House bill. 

Ordnance Department Estimates. 

Major Gen. Clarence C. Williams, Chief of Ordnance, 
then brought the estimates of the Ordnance Department. 
In response to Mr. Kabn’s question as to how much of 
a reduction he would ask for ordnance, General Wil- 
liams said: “We have come to ask $20,000,000 instead 
of $3,000,000 for Ordnance Service.” The increase, he 
pointed out, was largely due to the establishment of a 
salvage board under the direction of Col. Dwight K. 
Shurtleff: for. its maintenance $10,000,000 was re- 
quired. The work of the salvage board was largely one 
of sales, he said. It was asked why this function was 
not performed by the Director of Sales. The Chief of 
Ordnance replied that the salvage board acted under 
the direction of the Director of Sales, but that its sep- 
arate existence was necessary. because of the need for 
specialists with technical knowledge of the material to 
be sold. Colonel Shurtleff said there were 156,250 ma- 
chines of various kinds to be disposed of, and 92,000 
carloads of raw materials, approximately forty tons to 
the carload. To prepare for sale these two items re- 
quires $8,200,000. The balance of $1,800,000 was re- 
quested for the maintenance of the organization. 

Col. Gilbert H. Stewart then explained the item for 
storage of ordnance, saying: “Before the war we had 
very little of these supplies to store, but now we find 
ourselves with an enormous mass of materials on hand 
that we must take care of.” To store this 17,500,000 feet 
of floor space is needed. There are 16,500 carloads of am- 
munition whieh costs $25.50 to unlead and store, mak- 
ing an item of $408,000; 18,000 cars of artillery and 
artillery vehicles, amounting to an item of $459,000: 
6.500 carloads of incomplete material, $165,750; and 
5,000 cars of plant facilities, which will cost $127.5 
to store, the total of storage expenses being $1,160,250. 
In reply to a question Colonel Stewart said there would 
be no way in which any German artillery could be made 
use of by the U.S. Army, because it would require the 
preparation of special ammunition, tools, jigs and other 
machinery. ‘ 

Director of Sales Testifies. 

©. W. Hare, Director of Sales, Purchase, Storage and 
Traftic Division of the General Staff, appeared before 
the.committee on June 4 to explain the work of his 
office in directing the sale of surplus War Department 
supplies. He urged the committee to adopt the recom- 


mesdation of Secretary of War Baker that the office of 
the Director of Sales be continued on a separate appro- 
priation for next year, testifying that he was of the 
opinion.that the sales activities of the department could 
better becarried on through such an agency than by 
the individual departments of the Army..In reply to a 
question asked by Representative McKenzie whether it

was necessary to have a civilian organization of this 
kind instead of having sales made by officers of the 
various corps and departments who made the purchases. 
Mr. Hare said: “The Military Academy at West Point 
does not teach its excellent graduates salesmanship. 
tVhen it comes down to the making of a deal an Army 
officer is entirely justified in accepting the highest bid 
that is offered.” Having trade experts negotiate with 
prospective buyers to obtain an increase, he pointed out, 
had resulted in saving for the Government $4,434,000 
that would have been lost on the basis of accepting the 
highest first bid. The cost of maintaining the Sales De- 
partment during the five months which it has been in 
operation is $75,000. 


Welfare Work. 


Raymond B. Fosdick, chairman of the Committee on 
Training Camp Activities during the war, explained to 
the committee the plans which the War Department 
Commission on Training Camp Activities, the successor 
of the civilian organization, has for tte peace-time 
Army. Mr. Fosdick strongly urged legislstion provid- 
ing for the unification of the camp educational and 
recreational activities under one organization in the 
War Department, to supersede the work of the various 
civilian organizations that functioned in this capacity 
during the war. He said: “Withvut wishing to criti- 
cize or minimize the benefit of the work carried on dur- 
ing the war by the various welfare organizations, I 
still believe that we can get better results if the War 
Department Carries on this work itself. It seems to me 
to be the wrong principle to allow these civilian organi- 
zations to ask funds for work that is so closely related 
to the welfare of the soldiers as this is. It is our plan 
to buy up the buildings used during the war and have 
the work administered as far as ‘possible by the com- 
missioned and enlisted personnel of the Army. For the 
program which has been planned by the Commission on 
Training Camp Activities an apprépriation of $5.000,- 
000 is needed on the basis of an Army of 175,000 and 
for an Army of $500,000 we would need $23,000,000.” 

Major Jason Joy. director of the cotmmission,  ex- 
plained the: recreational work planned for. next year, 
subdividing -it into five heads as: follows: Administra- 
tion, construction of new Liberty theaters, maintenance 
and upkeep of theaters. -purchase of athletic ‘equipment, 
song books and dramatic supplies, salaries fér secre- 
tnries in the camps when civilians ara needed. Major 
doy stated that it would cost the Government some- 
thing under $60 per n.in. peor year to follow the plans 
as at present outtined. his he compared to the esti- 
mated expenditure of approximately $100 per man by 
other welfare organizations. Dr. €. R. Mann, in charge 
of the vocational training section of the commission, 
explained the item called for under educational work. 


Signal Corps Needs. 


Col. Charlies Mck. Saltzman, U.S.A., executive offi- 
cer of the Signal Corps, asked a greater amount’ than 
the $4,418,780 approved by the General Staff, stating 
that the estimate made for the Signal Service was not 
sufficient for the work of next year. In reply to this 
request Chairman Kahn said: “While I recognize the 
wonderful work you have done during the war, and 
while that makes us want to be liberal with the Signal 
Corps, I have grave doubts whether it will be_ possible 
to get any raise over the amount recommended by the 
War Department. I believe that is the*sense of the 
committee.” Colonel Saltzman asked an appropriation 
of $408,780 for the Washington-Alaska felephone and 
eable service in view of the fact that the cable to 
Alaska is rapidly deteriorating and it will soon be nec- 
essary to connect Alaska with the States by radio. He 
said the Signal Corps plans to constrentuct six modern 
radio stations in Alaska for the furtherance of this 
project. 

Gencral Menoher on Air Service. 

Major Gen. Charles T. Menoher, Director of the Air 
Service, and Brig. Gen. William Mitchell, Directo® of 
Military Aeronautics, accompanied by Cols. William E. 
Gillmore, Arthur L. Fuller and Thurman H. Bane, ap- 
peared before the committee to advoeate the creation of 
an adequate and up-to-date Air Service for the Army. 
Before General Menoher had an opportunity to make 
his preliminary statement the question arose as to the 
advisability of creating a separate department of the 
Air in which Army and Navy aviation would be amal- 
gamated. General Menohez, while giving the impression 
that he was opposed to such an amalgamation, said: 
“We. were told that policy legislation would be post- 
poned until after the appropriation bill has been passed 
Therefore I think this is a question which should wait 
until that time.” He then made a preliminary state- 
ment in which he brefly outlined the Air Service policy 
for next year as follows: “We are endeavoring, as far 
as possible, to keep intact the Squadrons as they are 
returning from overseas. "This will keep up the morale 
of the entire Air Service by maintaining the traditions 
and associations of the squadrons. Under the tables of 
organization we have to keep in operation a certain 
number of these squadrons, and that means that we have 
to have planes to operate them. In addition to this we 
have to maintain a progressive policy with regard to de- 
velopment and research. We have sumbitted to the 
Secretary and received his approval for the purchase 
of adeqaate building facilities for experimental engi- 
neering activities at Dayton, Ohio, the purchase of ‘ade- 
quate facilities for the construction of planes at the 
Curtiss Elmwood plant in Buffalo, the Philippine pro- 
ject—we found that there had been absolutely no pro- 
vision made for the Air Service in the Philippines— 
and the purchase of necessary new equipment such as 
up-to-date bombing planes. While Mr, Baker approved 
all of these plans, he nevertheless felt that the money 
at the disposal of the War Department had been appro- 
priated for a special purpose, the prosecution of the war, 
and he was unwilling to spend it for these peace-time 
projects without specific authorization by Congress.” 

In reply to question as to cost of new plants, Colonel 
Fuller said the Dayton-Wright project would involve 
an expenditure of $3,260,000, the Elmwood plant would 
cost the Government $916,000 in addition to the equip- 
ment already owned in Buffalo, and the engine construc- 
tion plant located at Long Island City would merely re- 
quire maintenance expenses. 

“You spoke about certain bombing planes a while 
ago,” suggested Mr. Anthony, . “Haven't we any of 
these now?’

Estimates for Airship Construction

Admiral Earle on Ordnance Needs. 

Rear Admiral Ralph Earle, U.S.N., Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Ordnance, accompanied by Capt. ©. C. Bloch, 
U.S.N., of Operations, was before the committee all day 
on June 3 explaining details of the estimates for Navy 
ordnance. He said that from the item “ordnance and 
ordnance stores” a cut of $20,000,000 from that pro- 
vided in the Senate bill of last session had been made, 
from $53,000,000 to $33,000,000. The total for ordnance 
had been cut from $91,625,000 to $70,000,000, this re- 
duction including that for armor and armament from 
$32,000,000 to $26,000,000, and ammunition for vessels 
from $25,000,000 to $10,000,000. He also gave a de 
scription of the fine work of the Navy 14 inch guns on 
the western front. 

Admiral Earle, in answer to a question by Mr. Pad- 
gett, stated that the production attained during the war 
was due to the extra hours worked, the enthusiasm and 
the patrioti¢ impulses of the skilled workers in the navy 
yards and in private plants. In explaining the esti- 
mate of: $2,500,000 for the purchase and manufacture of 
smokejess powder he said ‘that the sum would keep the 
Indian Head powder factory running and make the Navy 
independent of commercial manufacturers.

-Admiral Earle urged the retention of the personnel of 
the classified service, saying that results are due to the 
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quality of that personnel. He said that in some 
the German warships were superior to the British, but 
they could not match the personnel of the British crews. 
ile deprecated the necessity for discharging skilled 
or and stated that because of the lack of appropria- 
as the discharges had resulted in ships going without 
per equipment. He did not ask for additional offi- 
s in the bureau, but was asking for more money to 
ploy civilians in place of the yeomen (F), stating 
t there was no reservoir in the civil service to pro- 
\ replacements. Mr. Butler said that he and mem- 
hers of the committee had received a flood of telegrams 
from persons who had civil service ratings protesting

For more than an hour Representative Kelly went into 
details of the operation of the Ordnance Bureau in 
rchasing its raw materials through the Bureau of 
pplies and Accounts, his evident purpose being to

t reductions in appropriations. The plan was ex- 
piained minutely by Admiral Earle, who said the Ord- 
nance Bureau bought only from month to month so much 
aterial as it was estimated could be worked up into 
ished product, and that it was bookkeeping merely by 
hich the Ordnance Bureau turned over the money for 
iterial purchased by Supplies and Accounts. Hence, 
stated, there was at no time a surplus of raw ma- 
terial in the hands of the Ordnance Bureau. Mr. Butler 
terposed to state that he “would go anywhere with 
Mr. Kelly except to St. Elizabeth’s (Washington’s In- 
sune Hospital), but you will go there if you attempt to 
probe and analyze the workings of the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts.” 


Plans of Construction and Repair. 


Graham Edgerton, solicitor for the Navy Department, 
appeared before the committee on June 4 and was ques- 

ned as to details of the land purchases for the Navy 
lepartment and the possible cancellations on land on 
which the department holds options. Chairman Butler 
inquired if there were any contracts which, if canceled, 

suld ineur liability to damages. Secretary Daniels in- 
terposed to say it was the attitude of the department to 
surrender land now of no use, and that he would make 

recommendation on land which it is not desired to 
keep permanently. 

Rear Admiral David A. Taylor, U.S.N., Chief of the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair, was questioned on 
the estimate of $37,500,000 for construction and repair 

vessels. He said this was a working appropriation 
ind included maintenance as regards hulls. It was a 
careful «estimate on a different basis from that previously 
employed and at pre-war costs gave a total within a few 
thousands of dollars of the above figure, or $37,365, 
Cost of wages and material had since increased eighty- 
five per cent., he said. The estimate was based on the 
ships which would be manned by a permanent enlisted 
personnel of 137,500 men and embraced only vessels to 
be kept in commission next year. ‘The cost of the Eagle 
boats and submarine chasers would be $426,000 for re- 
pairs for the twenty in commission, 100 in reserve and 
126 out of commission, or at the rate of $5,500 each 
for repairs and maintenance. He believed it a good 

an to sell the 110-foot chasers, but there was no one 
to purchase them at this time, and they are expensive 
boats to keep. Eventually he thought there would be 
a market, because these vessels could be converted into 
vachts or for fishing purposes and river and harbor 
navigation. He estimated cost of caring for chasers 
out of commission at $1,100. The total estimate, how- 
ever, Admiral Taylor explained, was based on only those 
hips in commission which it would be possible to man 
with 137,500 men, and if this figure was permanent he 

Lid it might be possible to cut the estimate to abont 
$33,000,000. It was the policy of the Navy to with- 
draw obsolete ships and a board of survey is now at 
work going over all the ships to recommend vessels to 
be serapped. 

Under “Increase of the Navy, estimate for construc- 

m and machinery,” $105,000,000, Admiral Taylor 
stated that there was a balance greater than advisable. 
Ile would cut the appropriation to $85,000,000. For 
torpedo boats (all submarines), he stated there could 

» no reduction from the estimate of $17,000,000. The 
total for his bureau, the Admiral added was $179,- 
000,000, This included all expenditures for completing 
the three-year program authorized in 1916. 
Aviation in the Navy. 

Capt. T. T. Craven, U.S.N., Chief of the Aviation 
Division, Naval Operations, was examined by Repre- 
entative Hicks, chairman of the sub-committee on 
aviation, who assured Captain Craven that the com- 
nittee, though deeply interested in aviation, had a duty 
to perform in causing a reduction in the appropriations. 
lor aviation the estimate was $46,531,482, based on a 
reduction of the personnel from 42,000 serving in the 
war to 4,630 men and 500 officers. Of the fifteen sta- 
tions, he said, eight are now in operation, the policy 
being to maintain those capable of operation in con- 
unction with the ships, and to use the others as train- 
ng stations. The station at Akron, Ohio, he said, was 
necessary as it was the Navy’s only school for training 
men for dirigible and kite balloon operation. 

Asked if there was any objection to cdénsolidating 
1e Marine Corps aviation section with the Navy, Cap- 
tain Craven replied that the Marine Corps used both 
and and sea planes and had to rely on the Navy for 
equipment. He thought Marine Corps aviation might 
properly become a part of the Army Air Service. There 
was a long series of questions by Representative Kelly 
to bring out details of policy which might point to the 
advisability of combining all governmental aviation ser- 
ices under one authority. Captain Craven said that 
he was opposed to the plan, for the Navy air problem 
was one of fleet operation, quite distinct from any 
problem of the Army. 

The committee Was evidently inclined to cut away all 
ind purchases it could and this subject was pursued at 
length. Captain Craven said that the Navy Depart- 
ment experiment stations were pow scattered and that 
t was desirable to consolidate them into one station, 
With the balance of $2,781,000 still available, which 
would cease July 1, all the sites desired could be pur- 
hased, even that at Miami, where the land was held at 
excessive valuation. The Secretary of the Navy de- 
lined to decide on the matter of purchase, hence it was 
for the House committee to say what shall be dona 

To a question by Representative Hicks as to the de- 
velopment ef torpedo planes, Captain Craven stated 
the Navy had developed a design with which it was ex- 
perimenting and he thought the project possi- 
ble; it was hoped to have such planes with the fleet, 
Details, he added, were of course confidential. Answer 
ing Representative Kelly, he said there was no differs 





ence between Army and Navy dirigibles so far as he 
knew, except that the Army hasn’t any. What the 
Army planes were, he said, he could not say, except 
that the Army contemplated building or purchasing 
dirigibles. 

Need of Army Air Co-operation. 


Rear Admiral Taylor stated that the question of the 
rigid airship had been taken up by a joint Army and 
Navy board. Last summer the board recommended the 
development of dirigibles and that all development be 
turned over to the Navy Department. To this the Sec- 
retary of War and Secretary of the Navy agreed. Cap- 
tain Craven pointed out that he had called the attention 
of the Army Air Service to the lack of regard for this 
agreement and that only that morning (June 4) he had 
received a response from Major Gen. Charles T. Meno- 
her, U.S.A., Director of Air Service, expressing his in- 
tention of getting together on this matter so that there- 
after there would be no misunderstanding or inadver- 
tence. Captain Craven added that digigibles are pri- 
marily a Navy development, that the british and Ger- 
man ships operating over the land were manned by the 
navy men of each nation and that in war all lighter- 
than-air craft were considered by all nations employing 
them as auxiliary to the naval craft. 

The Navy has 3,869 Liberty motors which cost, said 
Captain Craven, $6,000 each; many were in storage 
and one storehouse at Gloucester, N.J., was full of 
these motors, all of which can and will be utilized. The 
Army has 11,000, mostly in the main storehouse at 
Little Rock, Ark. Representative Kelly said he was 
in’ favor of a commission making a thorough inquiry 
as to all the air services—Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard, Postoffice Depariment and others—with 
a view to their co-ordination and their establishment 
under a centralized authority. He asked Captain Cra- 
ven whether, if he had authority, he could not run all 
the services by and through bureaus for each one. 

Captain Craven admitted that the idea might be a 
good one, though he doubted whether the job of chief 
would be desirable. He said it was very difficult to se- 
cure co-operation, particularly in peace time. In war, 
he said, a community of command is necessary and this 
was proved in the war. In aviation the steady advance 
of Army aviation among the Allies was due to the Army 
flier understanding the needs of the troops. What is 
true of the Army, he went on, is true of the Navy, be- 
cause its aviators are a part of the fleet; they have been 
trained as navigators and work in conjunction with 
commanders of ships. An air ministry, or centralized 
authority, might be the ideal way; but in peace our Army 
and Navy will devote their greater endeavors to pro- 
duce better and safer machines to solve the problems 
peculiat to each Service. “If we standardize we will 
stand still. Our effort in time of peace must be to 
arouse the greater experimental effort, not greater pro- 
duction,” he concluded. 

Comdr. Arthur K. Atkins, U.S.N., was questioned 
concerning the production of helium. He stated the 
cost was between $60 and $100 a thousand cubic feet; 
hydrogen was produced at $10 a thousand. The Army 
and Navy have a half intérest each in the Texas plant, 
which when in operation would produce from 30,000 
to 45,000 cubie feet a day. The supply in Texas, ex- 
tracted from natural gas, was estimated to last ten 
years. 

: Representative Oliver asked Captain Craven to sketch 
the development of the machines to be used with the 
fleet. The reply was that the rigid dirigible had been 
proven during the war as essential to the fleet; that 
Admiral Jellicoe considered a rigid equal to two scout 
cruisers. The blimp, or small dirigible, is mostiy use- 
ful for patrol and escort duty. The kite balloon was 
used for spotting for the guns and observation of sub- 
marines; heavier-than-air craft were carried in special 
vessels, of which the British had one of thirty-two 
knots. ‘There are three types of planes, a single-seater 
fighter, a double-seater for observation and spotting, 
and the torpedoplane. It is anticipated that in the 
naval battles of the future the preliminary scouting will 
be done in the air; that planes will be used to control 
the artillery of the ships, and the torpedoplane against 
fleets and for bombing. “I have a notion that warfare 
in the future will begin in the air,’ Captain Craven 
concluded. He said that the closest co-operation of all 
the bureaus of the department will be necessary hence- 
forth “if the Navy is to hold its own in the aviation 
game.” Representative Oliver declared that aviation 
should be placed on a level with other bureaus and have 
an admiral at its head. As an aviation section of a 
bureau it was working under a handicap, which he was 
in favor of removing. Chairman Butler agreed with 
this view. 

Navy's Aviation Projects. 

Captain Craven was asked to explain the items of 
the aviation program. For carrying planes on ships, 
two-turret equipment for forty-five vessels, the cost is 
placed at $4,505,000. To purchase from the British 
government ten of the latest type of small and fast ship- 
planes, $200,000. He explained that these planes were 
for experimental purposes from which the Navy hopes 
to evolve its own small and speedy type. For the Cape 
May, N.J., hangar, including an increase in the hydro- 
gen plant, $1,800 is estimated. He said the Navy had 
purchased eight dirigibles abroad for $840,000, some of 
them used during the war, and these would be a total 
loss unless properly housed. It developed that in stor- 
age the life of these ships was about nine months, and 
two years if inflated. Representative Kelly suggested 
that the Cape May project would be finished about the 
time the ships’ lives had ended, hence the project was 
inadvisable. It developed during discussion of the esti- 
mate of $6,264,000 for a rigid dirigible plant and sta- 
tion at Lakehurst, N.J., that this sum included the 
erection of two large hangars. Captain Craven admitted 
that these would be available for the eight ships now 
partly delivered, and stated that if there was to be a cut 
he would prefer that it be at Cape May. The estimate 
for the construction of two rigid airships was $4,000,- 
000; their life will be about two years. The Navy’s 
part of the helium plant will cost $9,405,000. For pur- 
chase of land for patrol and other stations, $1,392,000 
is asked. Captain Craven explained that the $2,500,- 
000 for the construction of a rigid dirigible to be con- 
tracted for in England, including the testing of the ma- 
chine and its delivery in this country. The intimation 
was this machine would be of the R-type, soon ex- 
pected to make a transatlantic voyage. 

For the construction of runways for planes on the U. 
8.8. Jupiter, $500,000 would pay for equipment to ac- 
¢ommodate from thi to forty planes. ‘This was ex- 
perimental, — raven stated, when he gave the 
speed of the Jupiter at fourteen knots, The British, 
he said, had eight ies, one of thirty-two knots speed, 
AaB ne carriers, of which but one were con- 
verted merchantmen. Navy had one battleship, the 
Texas, equipped as a plane carrier in the war. He had 
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hopes that the Navy might secure two of the German 
ships if they were turned over to the United States, as 
these would make ideal plane carriers. The two ves- 
sels as aircraft tenders, to cost $5,261,250, he explained, 
would be used, one for lighter-than-air craft, containing 
a gas generating plant and quarters for the personnel ; 
the other for heavier-than-air craft equipped with ma- 
chine shop, gasoline and oil containers and quarters for 
personnel. For continuing operation of peace-time basis 
of stations already established the estimate of $7,813,- 
107, the captain stated, was based on the idea that 
work at all stations remote from the ficets would be 
cut down to a minimum. 

At the conclusion of the day’s session Mr. Kelly asked 
if all Navy air activities required 500 officers, where 
would the Navy get them. Captain Craven said the bill 
provided for 500 officers to be taken into the aviation 
division and of these 460 would come from the Reserves 
who had been in active service and who had signified 
their willingness to join the permanent Navy. He added 
that there were now only thirty-seven Regular Navy 
officers connected with the Aviation Division. 

Captain Craven continued his testimony on the Naval 
Aviation Division on June 5 and explained the estimate 
of $9,405,000 for experimental and development work 
on a liberal scale. This included $2,705,000 for main- 
tenance and equipment of an experimental station and 
$6,700,000 for development and experimental work with 
heavier- and lighter-than-air machines. Captain Craven 
said: “The flying equipment of the Navy Department 
consists of 1,051 big boats and 763 school planes, but 
that is not what we are asking for here. This is a 
fund for experimental purposes which I should like to 
haye approved.” 


Marine Corps Estimates. 


The final item included in the estimate was - 
100 for Marine Corps aviation for the purchase of planes 
and equipment from the Army. This estimate is based 
on the requirements for a force of 1,000 men and 140 
officers in the Marine Aviation Service. It was pointed 
out that the planegejould be stationed at. Quantico and 
Paris Island, ‘Witich . $385,00@ has been asked for

Major Gen. Commandant George Barnett, U.S.M.C. 
urged proportionate permanent increase of the Marine 
Corps to correspond with the Navy increase from 87,000 
to 131,000, and an additional temporary increase to al- 
low for the troops now in France. The permanent size 
of the Marine Corps, on a basis of organization of one- 
fifth the total strength of the Navy, would be increased 
from 17,000 to 26,000, plus 1,000 for aviation. The tem- 
porary increase asked would provide for 19,000 addi- 
tional men, the exact number now in France. This 
makes a total of approximately 46,000 for appropriation 
purposes. Provision was made for the marines now in 
the A.E.F. in view of the plan of the Navy to maintain 
the brigade of marines in France unti! the last Ameri- 
ean soldiers return home. In reply to a question as to 
the outlook for obtaining new pen, alr General Bar- 
nett said he was confident that enough recruits could be 
obtained to fill any quota that Congress might set. Mr. 
Butler asked: “In case Congress sees fit to allow you 
to keep your present authorized force of 17,000 and in 
addition 8,000 or 10,000 more during the next year, how 
many officers would you require for that force?’ ~ 

“In any case,” replied General Barnett, “the determi- 
nation of the number of officers needed is only a matter 
of calculation. We need four per cent. of our total 
strength in commissioned personnel as a minimum fig- 
ure. But I must say that it would be impossible for 
the Marine Corps to perform its duties with the Navy 
with any such force as that. I have said before, pub- 
licly and to the Secretary of the Navy, that although I 
was glad that the marines could operate in France, 
nevertheless the first duty of the marine is with the 
Navy. ‘The only reason that Congress has any right to 
appropriate a dollar for the Marine Corps is for this 
purpose.” 

The total appropriation estimated for the Marine 
Corps is $62,541,007, General Barnett calling attention 
to the fact that $37,000,000 of the current a 
tion is being turned back into the treasury. Mir. ite 
ler asked what reductions could be made in the appro- 
priation. General Barnett said none could be made 
wit=vut reducing the personnel and against this he 
vised very strongly, indicating that the prescribed 
could not be done with any smaller number 
asked for. “Of course,” the Commandant said, 
come to the conclusion at any time that you 
any Marine Corps, then there will be no 
propriating anything at all; but we have to 
fur emergency calls with less than twenty:

Navy Personnel 200,000 by Jan. 1. 


Secretary Daniels pared the Navy personnel estimate 
down to 200,000 after Jan. 1, 1920, when he appeared 
before the committee for the last time in the present 
hearing on June 5. He said: “I have listened to the 
suggestions of the committee with great interest, and I 
have studied the subject very closely. Now, we want to 
practice the closest economy consistent with naval effi- 
ciency. The time is almost at hand when we can ex- 
pect to hear the President’s D gee my that the period 
of the emergency is at an end, and then we will not have 
to maintain such large numbers in our Service as were 
necessary during the war. ‘Therefore I recommend that 
you provide for no increase in the 
that you fix the temporary re at 250,000 until Uct. 1, 
1919, when it will become ,000; that it remain at 
that number until Jan. 1, 1920, and that it be reduced 
to 200,000 for the balance of the year. In that way we 
will be able to gradually reduce our without 
putting a large number of ships out of commission and 
without dislocating all of eur shore activities. Then, 
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in Pecomber, 1 will submit a carefdl cstimate of the 
number of men we showld ‘have in our permanent com 
plement wnd what ships should be retained in commis- 
sion. 

“But, Mr. Secretary,” imterrupted Mr. Kelly, “Captain 
Leigh told the committee that he did't expect to be 
able ite enlist inito the Navy any more than 5,000 a 
meth, and that wouldn't even compensate for the men 
whe Bo out each month.” e ‘ 

Mr. Daniels said: “Captain Leigh was basing his esti- 


mate on the experience of the last few months. As far 
as the summer is concerned I agree with him, but by 
winter time I have no doubt we can get men enough to 


meet our needs. Of course we coufdn't do this without 
the increase in pay provision which I hope you will pass 


this session. In fact, I expect in Decémber to ask for 


a further increase in pay, not as base pay, but on a 
basis of efficiency, so that men will be paid for good 
service and in ® manner somewhat commenserate with 


their duties.” 

In speaking of the reduction of expenses. Mr. Daniels 
said: “I should suggest that you provide that the Navy 
should reduce its commissioned personnel to the num- 
bers allotted it in peace times, such as the foar per cent 
for the line. This will effect a big saving. becanse it 
will reduce the number of officers very considerably.”

Sale of Surgical Gauze. 

The War Department, througli the Director of Sales, 
is preparing to sell, under sealed bids, 7,648,324 yards 
of gray gauze acquired for bandage purposes and now 
declared surplus. The bids will be opened on June 13 
in the office of the Chief, Surplus Property Division of 
the War Department, Munitions Building, Washington, 
D.C. The stock -offered consists of 7,341,019 yards of 
44x40 gray gauze 3814” in width 8.2; and two odd lots, 
one ef 224.694 yards, 44x40, 28” in width, and the 
other of 82,611 yards, 44x40, 30” in width. 

Ruling on Married Soldiers. 

Requests have been made to the War Department for 
authority to discharge or furlough to the Reserve men 
who enlisted prior te Apri! I, 1917, amd who return to 
the United States accompanied by foreign wives whom 
they married overseas. The War Department has re- 
plied that it is not the present policy te broaden the 
classes of enlisted men for furlough to the Reserve, and 
that the cases of all such solitiers will be considered 
with others under the provisions of Circulars 16 and 35. 
(W.D., 1919.) 

Washington Provost Guard Discontinued. 

Instructions are being issued to the commanding gen- 
erel of the Eastern Department directing him to take 
the necessary steps to discontinue the Provost Guard of 
Washington, D.C., to take effect Tune 15. Pending fur- 
ther imstruetions, it is directed that not less than two 
companies of the 63d Infantry remain for station in 
Washingtem for use in any special emergency that 
might arise. It is announced to be the policy of the 
War Department to discontinue all provost guards as 
soon as possible, and that this policy should guide with 
respect to the provest guards still operated in places 
other than Washington. 

Status of Suspended Contracts. 

The value of uncompleted portions of suspended 
matériel contracts reported liquidated for the week 
ended May 17, 1919, amounted to $116,500,00C, of 
which more than one-half, or $61,500,000, represents 
Air Service contracts. Increased progress is shown by 
comparing the weekly total of $116,500,00@ with the to- 
tals of $104,850,000 and $64,600,000 for the weeks ended 
May 10 and May 3, respectively. 


50-Caliber Machine Gun Being Developed. 

Experience on the es front indicated the need 
for a machine gun of Jarger caliber tham the standard 
30-ealiber weapon for use, either from planes or on the 
ground, against armored planes and tanks. The 
Svewning gun Was being re-designed to meet these re- 
quirements, and a sample gum had been constructed at 
the time the armistice was signed. The design of the 
ammunition for this gum also proceeded at the same 
time. Designs of both gun and ammunition are still 
being perfected. This gun is supplementary to other 
types of machine guns, and its adoption does net dimin- 
ish im any way the value of the accumulated stocks now 
on hand.

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, The Boat Races. 

The Navy crews and baseball team from the U.S. 
Naval Academy had a field day on May 31, the crews 
winning three out of the four events they entered in the 
regatta on the Schuylkill at Philadelphia and the base- 
ball team defeating the Army at West Point by a score 
of 10 to 6 in a game that went to eleven innings, this 
being the first game the Navy has won from the Army 


on the diamond in eight years. 

The leading event of the day on the Schuylkill was 
the First Eight Oared Shells for the Stewards’ Chal- 
lenge Cup, which was won by the U.S. Naval Academy 
in 6 minutes and 35 seconds, the winners being a length 
and a quarter ahead of the University of Pennsylvania 
crew, with Syracuse a poor third. The time was only 
ten seconds slower than that made by Pennsylvania and 
the New York A.C. crews in 1908. The Navy crew in 
this race included: A. R. Sanborn, bow; E. D. Graser, 
jr., 2; J. P. Graff, 3; G. C. Skinner, jr., 4; C. J, Ball- 
reich, 5; F. O. Repplier, 6; M. D. Harris, 7; W. A. 
Ingram, stroke; A. D. A. Crawford, coxswain, The 
Navy also took the Junior Collegiate Might Oared Shell 
(New England Cup) by a length and a half from Prince- 
ton, Syracuse being half a length bebind the Tigers with 
Pennsylvania the tail-enders. The time was 6 minutes 
43 2-5 seconds, the Navy crew never having to extend 
itself after passing the bridge. This crew included: L. 
Litchfield, jr.. bow; J. T. Renard, 2; V. V. Jacomine, 3; 
M. B. Sterling, 4; W. C. Jordan, 5; E. R. Frawley, 6; 
W. T. Lee, 7; A. J. Wellings, stroke; S. J. Clark, cox-

The third victory came in the Special Eight Oared 
Shell Race for 150 pound crews in which the Navy's 
only opponent was Pennsylvania. After leading for the 
first half-mile the U. of P. dropped slowly back, losing 
by three lengths, the Navy's time being 7 minutes 2 sec- 
onds. After the race the Pennsylvania coach put in a 
claim that the Navy team did not weigh in. They were 
asked to step on the scale but declined, offering the 
U. of P. a slight handicap in the race. The Pennsyl- 
vania crew averaged 144 pounds. The Navy's crew in 
this race comprised: J. M. Maloney, bow; P. 8S. Thom- 
sen, 2; F. H. Conant, 2d, 3; H. S. Van Buren, 4; A. E. 
Pew, 5; B. T. Talbott, 6; F. W. McMahon, 7; D. C. 
Sloane, stroke, and D. L. Ogley, coxswain. With the 
race for Freshman Eight Oared Shells came bard luck 
for seventy-five yards after the start. R. R. Jackson 
(No. 2) of the Navy crew broke his oar and all the 
crews were recalled. It took nearly half an hour to get 
another oar and on the second start the Navy crew 
rowed out of its water when 150 yards had been covered 
and was disqualified. 

Regarding the claim that the Academy's 150-pound 
crew did not weigh in before the race, Lieut. Comdr. 
Joe R. Morrison, rowing representative of the Navy At- 
letic Association, stated later that they had weighed be- 
fore the race, afid met the requirements that the aver- 
seal’ not exceed 150 pounds, and that no oarsman 

ld weigh more than 155. He said that his state- 
ment was accepted by John Arthur Brown, Penn's row- 
ing representative, and that the Navy had offered a 
handicap of a half length start, as Pennsylvania was 
stated ‘to be two or three pounds lighter on the average 
than the Navy crew. 

The Baseball Victory. 


For the first time since 1908 (there having been no 
contests in 1917 and 1918) the Navy nine defeated the 
Army at baseball on May 31 at West Point by a score 
of 10 to 6 in the presence of 7,000 spectators, among 
them being Major Gen. Thomas H. Barry,-U.S.A., and 
Admirals Usher, Eberle and Gleaves,-U.S.N. The 
Army started a scoring bee in the fourth inning, piling 
up five runs, but they only added one to this in their 
half of the eighth. eanwhile the Navy had knocked 
out three runs each in the sixth and seventh innings and 

t out all thoughts of a tie in the eleventh by adding 
oer runs to their score. The Nayy used three pitchers 
in the course of the game, Gaines and R. D. Baker and 
L.. N. Baker, while the Army put in MeGrath and 
Milton. Among the fielding plays that stood out were 
Lystad’s catching of Cloughley’s fly and the doubling of 
Mitholland off first. This was the sixteenth game played 
between the Army and Navy baseball teams since 1901 
and of these the Navy has now won four. The score:

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GRADUATION WEEK AT NAVAL ACADEMY. 
An Exceptional “June Week.” 
Annapolis, Md., June 5, 1919. 

Circumstances combine to make “June week,'’ which opened 
officially here June 2, notable among the gala periods held to 
mark the presence of the official Board of Visitors and the 
graduation of a class of midshipmen. The biggest class of 
graduates and the biggest regiment of midshipmen which has 
ever been at the institution; the first June week in three 
years; the presence of a squadron of great battleships on the 
offing; a particularly good feeling in the Navy on accotnt of 
its recent triumph in the cross-Atlantic flight, and at the 
Naval Academy on account of its notable athletic victories; 
an unprecedented number of visitors, and the kind of weather 
which naturally belongs to the occasion and contributes its 
beauty and interest—are some of the circumstances which make 
this June week stand out among those which have preceded it. 
The arrival of the battleships, whick will carry the midshipmen 
on their summer cruise brought many Wavy officers here, and 
Annapolis is indeed crowded. 


Arrival of Atlantic Fleet. 


A naval tacle never equaled in local waters makes a 
unique feature of June week at the Academy. The arrival 
of,a greater portion of the Atlantic Fleet, under Admiral Mayo, 
was announced at nine a.m., June 3, by the firing of a salute 
of seventeen guns from the Academy, and thése great ships, 
joining the six smaller battleships, under Rear Admiral Brit- 
tain, already here, formed a column stretching many miles down 
the ©. ’ fleet is made up of fifteen dreadnoughts, 
headed by the Pennsylvania, Admiral Mayo's flagship, six 

Lh battleships, an-even dozen of destroyers, nine sub- 
marines and a number of auxiliary and smaller craft, ae 
some seaplanes, Not only is it the largest fleet ever assemb 
in local waters, but nothing like it in the way of a modern 
fighting unit has ever been here. It is a naval spectacle of the 
kind which few of the visitors here have seen, and it is equally 
novel to most of the midshipmen now at the Academy. The 
fleet brings a host of well-known officers to Annapolis, in- 
cluding Rear Admiral Edward W. Eberle, who was succeeded 
by Rear Admiral Scales as Superintendent last February, and 
who now commands the Fifth Division of the fleet, with the 
Utah as his —— The ships are here for the purpose of 
carrying the midshipmen on their annua! summer cruise, and 
will depart on Saturday. Members of the second and third 
classes will be distributed among the smaller battleships, while 
small groups of first classmen will be assigned to each of the 
dreadnoughts, The itinerary covers Guantanamo, Panama, St. 
Thomas, and points on the eastern coast of the United States, 
finishing with target practice off Hampton Roads during the 
latter part of September. 

Chaplain Sydney K. Evans, U.S.N., preached th bacca- 
laureate sermon to the graduating midshipmen on June - 1. 
He preached from the text, “Arise therefore, and be doing, 
and the Lord be with thee” (I Chronicles 22:16), King David's 
he had given him his instructions for 
the building of the temple. The music was most elaborate. 
In addition to the regular organist and the choir, Professor 
Torovsky, leader of the Naval Academy band, was present with 
an orchestra and assisted. 

The military reception took place Monday on Worden Field, 
the regiment being paraded before the Board of Visitors. It was 
under the command of Comdr. Sherwoode A. Taffinder, the 
ranking duty officer, while the midshipman commandant, 
William A. Ingram, the Academy's most noted athlete and presi- 
dent of the graduating class, was the ranking midshipman. 
The regiment was formed in masses and passed in review 
after being presented.

Midshipman Flood is about 
twenty years of age and entered the Naval Academy June 26, 
1918. 

The Army-Navy baseball game of Saturday at West Point 
(noted in another column) was reproduced here on the electro 
scoreboard for the benefit of officers, instructors, midshipmen 
and guests. The great 400-foot armory was filled from wall 
to wall, with a lively contingent in the galleries. When Blakes- 
ley made the third in the eleventh inning cheers*arose that 
were heard far beyond the armory walls, and when the game 
ended, Navy 10, Army 6, pandemonium broke loose. Physical 
effort to express themselves went past embracing each other 
and dancing around the hall. Midshipmen seized the chairs and 
began pounding them on the floor in their delighted excite- 
ment, to the detriment of the furniture, several hundred chairs 
being made fit for the cabinet-maker's handiwork,

The ist Company, commanded by Mdsn. Horace Burroughs, 
has been declared the winner of the Navy Athletic Association 
cup for general excellence in athletics among the sixteen com 
panies of the regiment.

Tusler, having 178. Two additional bronze medals have been 
awarded to midshipmen who broke Academy field and track 
records during the year. The winners are E. B. Curtis, who 
lowered the figure in the mile run, and D. S. Fahrney, who 
outdistanced previous performances with the javelin 

The 2d Company of the sixteen composing the Regiment of 
Midshipmen has been declared the wiffher of the competition 
for the right to carry the colors next year It is commanded 
by Mdsn. Frank Rorschach, of Norfolk, Va., and the colors 
were placed in his hands at dress parade June 5 The 
winning company secured 453 points. The largest block was 
the 275 points awarded for first place in the infantry drill, and 


it also secured first place in seamanship exercises, carrying 
150 points, and third place in the artillery drill and rowing 
cutter races. The 11th Companf¥, commanded by Mdsn. Richard 


H. Cruzen, of Gallatin, Mo., was second, with 285 points It 
won first place in artillery drill, and second in target practice 
and infantry. The 16th Company, commanded by Mdsn 
Thomas B. Brittain, of Richmond, Ky., was third, with 190 
points. It led in target work and in the rowing cutter race 

The ceremonies of June 3 began with an infantry drill, each 
of the companies of the regiment drilling separately. The drills 
were part of the annual competition of the companies in the 
race for the honor of carrying the regimental colors for the 
succeeding year. The competition is decided by a scale as 
signed for general efficiency in the several branches of pro 
fessional work and in athletics. The afternoon schedule contained 
gymnastics, torpedo and gun drills. The usual dress parade 
took place at six p.m. At night Rear Admiral Scales, Super 
intendent of the Academy, was host at a dinner in honor of 
the members of the Board. of Visitors. The younger set en- 
joyed an informal hop at the gymnasium. 


“Star” Members of Graduating Clase. 


It was announced at the Naval Academy on June 5 that 
twenty-four members of the graduating ‘class had obtained 
“star” rank for the course, which means that they~had a total 
mark of eighty-five per cent. or better in all studies for the 
course, and that Mdsn. Wesley McL. Hague, of San Diego, 
Calif., had taken highest honors, as had been expected. Mid 
shipman Hague was an enlisted. man in the Service and won 
his appointment to the Naval Academy through the competitive 
examination, which is open to the enlisted members of the 
Navy and Marine Corps, and which has in recent years been 
greatly enlarged. He is the first man who entered the Academy 
in this way to secure first honors. Midshipman Hague led his 
next highest competitor’ by a safe margin, his mark being 
544.69, while that of Mdsn. Lloyd Harrison, of McMinnville, 
Ohio, was 527.63. Evander W. Sylvester, of Alexandria, La., 
was third, with 520.06. Mdsn. Roscoe F. Good, of Fostoria, 
Ohio, was fourth, with 518.01, and Mdsn, Raymond C, Ferris, 
of Newcastle, Del., was fifth, with 517.11.

It is the first time in the history of the institution that an 
enlisted man has won such high scholastic honors, though many 
others have made creditable showings in scholarship and other 
phases of Academy life. He is the winner of three of the 
prizes for excellence in professional branches which are open 
to members of his class. 

The graduation week of the Naval Academy closes June 6 
with the presentation of their diplomas to the graduates by 
Secretary Daniels, which takes place at ten a.m., and the fare- 
well ball by the undergraduates to the graduating class.
